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THE NEW COLLECTORNAMED 


DANIEL MAGONE APPOINTED 
BY THE PRESIDENT. 
TILDEN’S OLD FRIEND TO PRESIDE OVER 
THE CUSTOM HOUSE—THE POLITI- 

CIANS GREATLY SURPRISED. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Daniel Magone, 
of Ogdensburg, Samuel J. Tilden’s trustea ad- 
herent in bygone days and a warm personal 
friend of Acting Secretary of the Treasury Fair- 
child, is the new Collector of the Port of New- 
York. The formal announcement that the 
President had appointed him to succeed Mr. 
Hedden was made to-day, It was a sur- 
prise to nearly everybody in Washington, 
for Mr. Magone’s name had not been heard in 
connection with the Collectorship, although it 
was expected that the President would finda 
nominee outside of New-York City. It is as- 
serted at the Treasury Department that Mr. 
Magone was the personal choice of Mr. Cleve- 
land. Outside of the Treasury Department 
there is a pretty general impression that 
Mr. Fairchild and Secretary of the Navy 
Whitney had a good deal to do with 
determining who should be named. It is 
now known that the President’s intention to put 
Mr. Magone in"Mr. Hedden’s place was formed 
several weeks ago. Mr. Magone was communi- 
cated with, and he told the President he was 
Willing to accept the office if it was offered to 
him. Mr. Cleveland decided not to act in the 
matter until after the adjournment of Congress, 
and at his request Mr. Magone kept silent on the 
subject while he waited for the official notice of 
his appointment. If Mr. Bissell was ever con- 
sidered in connection with the Collectorship it 
was for a very brief time. 

Although Mr. Magone has been active in Dem- 
ocratic State politics in New-York for several 
years and was prominently engaged in the work 
which resulted in securing Tilden’s nomination. 
for the Presidency, when his appointment was 
announced to-day there was a general inquiry 
here as to who he was, and not many persons 


could answer the question. Mr. Fairchild was 
naturally warmly outspoken in his praise of 
the good judgment displayed by Mr. Cleve- 
land in’ naming Mr. Magone, who, he 
said, was a man of aggressively good ideas, and 
in commendation of whom too much could not 
be said. His work as the leading member of the 
Tilden Canal Commission was pointed to as evi- 
dence of his character and ability, and his record 
as Mr. Tilden’s Chairman of the Demoeratic State 
Committee was referred to for proof of his execu- 
tive qualities. The few nee and other off- 
cers who know Mr. Magone followed Mr. Fair- 
child’s example in praising his appointment. In 
other than official circles, however, there is an 
evident disposition to criticise the selec- 
tion. Republicans, especially, find fault 
with it, and assert that it shows a design on the 
— of those responsible for the appointment to 

ave the Custom House managed with a careful 
eye to the interests of the Administration.. They 
do not believe Mr. Clevelaud was very well ac- 
auainted with Mr. Magone. If he had been, they 
say, he would not have made the appointment, 
and would not have given the Republicans the 
chance they now have to claim that pvlitics 
had the most to do with the selection of 
the new Collector. Mr. Hedden’s retirement re- 
lieves the Civil Service Commissioners from the 
work of investigating his methods of making 
appointments in the Custom House, which 
would otherwise have been done during the 
Summer. It is not unlikely, however, that the 
Commissioners will take some action upon the 
conflicting reports of the old and reorganized 
local Boards of Examiners in regard to Hedden’s 
appointments, and make a public statement of 
their views npon the subject. 
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THE NEW COLLECTOR. 

Daniel Magone was born of Irish parent- 
age in Ogdensburg, St. Lawrence County, about 
55 years ago. Heis a lawyer and most prom- 
inent in the northern tier. ~ Seon after he opened 
his office in his native town Mr. Magone formed 
& partnership with Charles G. Myers, which con- 
tinued until the latter, in 1859, was elected At- 
totney-General of theState. He subsequently be- 
came associated with Edwin M. Holbrook, the 
firm being Magone & Holbrook, till the latter re- 
tired in 1883 to take possession of the comfort- 


able berth of clerk to the newly created State 
Court of Claims. Mr. Magone’s present partner 
is Thomas Spratt, member of the Democratic 
State Committee for the St. Lawrence-Jeiferson 
District. 

Mr. Magone has‘always been a Democrat. Hjs 
shrewdness and integrity have given bim a held 
upon his party in that section of the State not 
easily shaken and impossible tobe broken. Gov. 
Tilden recommended to the Legislature of 1875 
the appointment of a commission to investigate 
the management of the canals. And upon being 
authorized by joint resolution to name such a 
commission he selected and the Senate contirmed 
Messrs. John Bigelow, afterward Secretary of 
State and now one of the Trustees of Mr. Tilden’s 
estate; Danie] Magone, of Ogdensburg; Alexan- 
der E. Orr, of Brooklyn, and John D. Van Buren, 
of this city. This canal investigation commis- 
sion, so called, was empowered to make inquir- 
les into the ring frauds and report to the Gov- 
ernor from time to time. Mr. Magone was its 
lawyer member, and a fierce and uncompro- 
mising cross-examiner he proved himself to be. 
Save this oftice, which was not a constitutional 
pne, and the office of Supervisorin his native 
town, Mr. Magone never held any position of 

ublic trust. .Mr. Tilden’s obligations to’ him 

id not cease With the conclusion of his labors 
as a Commissioner of investigation. In 1876, 
when a candidate for the Presidency, the Chajr- 
man of the Democratic State Committee was 
the pushing Ogdensburg lawyer. Mr. Magone 
nlsO rendered valuable services to Mr. Tilden 
that same year as Chairman of the Committee 
on Nominations of National Delegates in the 
State Convention at Utica, the committee which 
selected the delegates to the St. Louis National 
Convention that in turn nominated Mr. Tilden 
for the Presidency. Mr. Magone himself was a 
flelegate to that convention and labored against 
the opposition to Mr. Tilden which the latter’s 
enemies carried into the convention. 

At another memorable convention, that of 
1884, at Chicago, Mr. Magone was again a dele- 
gate, fighting with the same zeal for the nomina- 
tion of Grover Cleveland. Catholic though he 
was, he was eminently conservative, and seeing 
no ground for the senseless attempt to array 
Catholic prejudices against New-York’s Govern- 
or he began in his usual vigorous manner to ham- 
mer away at its promoters. As a logical and con- 
vincing talker he had few equals, and certainly 
no superiors, in the band of Cleveland men who™ 
visited delegation after delegation, laboring to 
combat the arguments and refute the malicious 
statements of men like Grady, Cockran, and 
Faulkner. Mr. Cleveland knew of his valuable 
services on that occasion and has always appre- 
ciated them. Mr. Magone is a firm believer in 
politics of the higher order, and those who know 
him have no hesitation in predicting that he will 
carry out the President's views as illustrated in 
the well known declaration, “‘ Public office is a 
public trust.” 

In appearance Mr. Magone is of medium 
height, with a figure somewhat spare, topped by 
a head of gray hair, with eyebrows standing out 
prominently over a pair of piercing eyes. In 
muuner he is agreeable and businesslike, and he 
Wastes no time in getting to the bottom of what- 
ever is before him. 


OGDENSBURG, Aug. 10.—The Hon. Daniel 
Magone has remained quietly at his home in this 
city since the reception of the news of his ap- 
tment to-day. His neighbors and friends in 
e numbers have called to extend congratu- 
lations. The City Council at its meeting this’ 
evening adopted resolutions commendatory of 
the appointment. A serenade was also given 
this evening, which was attended by the mili- 
tary, to which Mr. Magone responded briefly, 
thanking his friends for their kindness and pledg- 
ing himself to administer the duties of the oftice 
in keeping with the views of the Administration. 
Speaking of the appointment the Ogdensburg 
Daily Journal, Republitan, says: 

As citizens and townsmen of Mr. Magone, every 
resident of Seareeen where he has ulways lived 
and is best known, will rejoice at this honor con- 
ferred upon their fellow-citizen. Mr. Magone has 
always na stanch and consistent Democrat, and 
has served his party faithfully under all circum- 
stances. In 1876 he was the Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, and conducted his part of the 
canvass successfully. He was an original Tilden 
mau and enjoyed the confidence of that statesman to 
the utmost. In his war een the canal ring 
frands, Gov. Tilden selec him to prosecute 
those who were ‘fraudulently taking money 
put ef the State Treasury. Those who remember 
that war upou the canal ring will give him credit for 
barnest onl honest and successful efforts. He was 
one of the first to suggest Mr. Cleveland’s name for 
Governor, and at Chicago was one of the foremost 
leaders of the Cleveland forces. TZe accepted the 
civilservice policy of Mr. Cleveland, and has en- 
deavored to carry it out in this portion of the State, 
and in doing so has incurred the hostility of seme of 
the spoils hunters of his purty. He is aman of 
strong executive ability, and will make such a Col- 
lector as is needed in the most important customs

HEDDEN GIVES UP THE SHIP. 

Custom House circles were relieved yester- 
day, not so much by the discovery that Mr. 
Magone had been appointed Collector as that 
all doubt regarding Collector Hedden’s resigna- 
tion had been removed. Mr. Hedden was not at 
his office, but his resignation was. The following 
is a copy of it: 

CUSTOM HOUSE, NEW-YORK Sut, } 
COLLECTOR’sS OFFICK, Aug. 7, 1886. 

TO THE PRESIDENT: Since accepting the office of 
Collector at your hands{I have performed its duties 
to the profit of the Government, and, I believe, to the 
satisfaction of the merchants of this port. 

The collections during the fiscal yerzr ending June 
30, 1886, amounting to $133,472,003 41, were made 
at less percentage of cost to the Government than 
under the management of any of my predecessors, 
and have been promptly accounted for to the Gov- 
ernment without loss. Notwithstanding this busi- 
ness record I have been persistently misrepresented 
and attacked in my conduct of the affairs of this of- 
fice, especially respecting the enforcement of civil 
Service regulations. The management of this office 
in the matter of appointment always has involved 
and must necessarily involve, to some extent, polit- 
ical considerations. I found upon taking office that 
25 years of Republican administration had, with few 
exceptions, filled the Custom House with Repub- 
licans, some of whom were incompetent, others care- 
less or corrupt in the discharge of their duties, and 
who were retained in office solely for political 
reasons. 

It seemed that the popular vote which bronght in 
a Democratic Administration, and which was cast 
anor acer Al because of lack of confidence in Repub- 

ican methods of administration, required that the 
business of this important office should be conduct- 
ed by Democrats whenever appointees of that polit- 
ical faith could be obtained better qualitied to serve 
the _— than incompetent incumbents. I have 
acted uniformly upon this principle, while at the 
same time I have adhered to the spirit and the letter 
of the civil service law. Nevertheless my course 
has been the source of persistent misrepresentation 
and hostile attacks from Republican journals which 
otherwise have a your Administration. I 
teel that such attacks may have tended to create the 
innpression that I am hostile to your views upon the 
application of the civil service laws, and that such 
impression May cause you, as the Chief Executive 
of the law, either embarrassment or displeasure. 

AsI desire torelieve you from any possible an- 
nhoyance in respect to your responsibility for the con- 
duct of this office, and as personally Iam unwilling 
at my time of life, in-my preg enjoying as. I be- 
lieve Ido therespect of the business community, 
to submit longer to such unjustitiable personal at- 
tacks and misrepresentations concerning my ofticial 
conduct, I deem it best to ask to be relieved from 
the duties of the position to which you appointed 
me. I therefore tender you my resignation as Col- 
lector of Customs gf the Port of New-York, to take 
etfect upon the dppdintment and qualification of my 
successor. 

Acknowledging the uniform courtesy shown me 
during all our official relations, I remain yours very 
respectfully, 2. L. HEDDEN. 
To the Hon. GROVER CLEVELAND, President, Wash- 

ington, D.C. 

A prominent Wall-street man who was shown 
a copy of the resignation read it carefully and 
said: ‘“ Thatis about the weakest public docu- 
ment Ieversaw. The man who wrote such a 
letter is not fit to be Collector of the Port of 
New-York; that’s plain enough; but he might 
have managed to get out of office without mak- 
ing such a horrible exhibition of himself.” 

Several who saw a copy of the resignation 
dubbed it ‘‘ Hedden’s wail” and wanted to know 
the nature of the grudge borne against him by 
the newspapers. Thereby hangs a little story. 

On his tirstappearance at the Custom House as 
Collector Mr. Hedden was introduced to his as- 
sistants and to a number of reporters by ex-Col- 
lector Robertson. The latter had always been 
on the best of terms with the reporters who 
** cover” the Custum House. He was never too 
busy to see them. When he had news he gave it, 
and when he hadn’t was always ready fora chat 
about matters of general interest. He said a 
tew kindly words for the newspaper men whom 
he introduced to his successor. Mr. Hedden 
seemed surprised, and incased himself in a thin 
suit of ice. Before the reporters hud taken their 
leave somebody made use of the expression, 
‘“‘ Newspaper criticism.” Mr. Hedden elevated 
his chin and scornfully exclaimed: ‘‘ Newspaper 
criticism! What do I care for the newspapers ?” 
No one, perhaps, can so well answer the ques- 
tion as Mr. Hedden; at least he madea strong 
eifort to do so in his resignation. 

The announcement of Mr. Magone’s appoint- 
ment did not apparently surprise Special Dep- 
uty Collector Berry, though as much cannot be 
said for the lesser officials. Mr. Parker, Hed- 
den’s secretary, was not at his desk. Neither 
was Surveyor Beattie. The new Collector is per- 
sonally known to Mr. Berry, who spoke of him 
yesterday ina very complimentary strain. Mr. 
Berry supposed that Mr. Magone would make 
some changes in the Custom House. It was only 
natural to suppose that he would. He did not 
say so, but it is understood that Secretary 
Parker will be at liberty, as his position is a con- 
fidential one. Mr. Berry denied that he had been 
a candidate for the Collectorship, and said that 
he did not believe Surveyor Beattie had been a 
candidate either. On one point he was positive— 
that Mr. Hedden had not been ii Nyt ag to tend- 
er his resignation. Mr. Heddenis at Saratoga, 
and will probably remain there until Saturday, 
when his leave of absence willexpire. It is ex- 
pected that he will not hand over his office to his 
successor before Sept. 1, as he will doubtless de- 
sire to have the accounts for the mouth squared 
before he drops the reins. 

The new Collector does not lack aequaintances 
in the city. Among a number who expect great 
things of him in his new position is Townshend 
Cox, who has often accompanied Mr. Magone on 
fishing excursions, the new Collector being an 
ex angler. According to Mr. Cox the new 
Co lector’s legal practice is worth $25,000 a year 
to him, so that he is not likely to accept the posi- 
tion of Collector with its salary of $12,000 per 
annum for the purpose of piling up riches. Mr. 
Cox was not alonein his statement that Presi- 
dent Cieveland’s latest appointment would be 
entirely satisfactory to every good Democrat in 
the State.

BELFAST MORE TRANQUIL 


THE CITY STRONGLY GUARDED 
BY TROOPS. 

A CESSATION OF HOSTILITIES WHICH IT 
IS HOPED WILL PROVE PERMANENT 
—THE POLICE DENOUNCED. 

Beirast, Aug. 10.—The city is tranquil. 
There are no indications of a renewal of the riot- 
ing. Itis believed that the worst is over. Dur- 
ing the morning a few minor disturbances oc- 
curred. There was some spasmodic firing of re- 
volvers in the streets; enough, in fact, to make 
walking out of doors more or less dangerous. 
An unoffending lamplighter was set upon 
and so brutally beaten by a small mob 
in one part of the town that he had to 
be removed to a hospital, where he lies in a crit- 
ical condition. No disturbance has attended any 
of the funerals of the victims of the recent dis- 
orders. On the Falls road a mob was assembling 
at 3 o’clock. The magistrates werein conference 
discussing measures for the preservation of the 
peace. The military ‘occupy the route ustally 
traversed by the men who work in the Queen’s 

Island shipyards. Special constables are being 

enrolled. The military are taking the place of 

the police. A fund has been opened for the re- 
lief of the families of the killed. The wounded 
are making fair progress toward recovery except 


Inspector Bull, of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
whois dying. Inquests are being held on the 
bodies of those killed. 

At about 5 o’clock this afternoon two men were 
shot by disorderly porous in different parts of 
the city. One of the men was shot while ina 
Catholic cemetery attending the funeral of a vic- 
tim of the recent riots. The other was fired upon 
in Grosvenor-road. Both of the injured men 
will probably die of their wounds. 

Five thousand troops and 2,500 constables oc- 
cupy the disturbed districts. The presence ofthe 
police tends to increase instead of suppress the 
disorders. Protestants declare that Catholics 
were the aggressors by wrecking Protestant 
houses, while Catholics are equally certain that 
Protestants were the aggressors. Of one thing 
there is no doubt: Never did'two mobs of differ- 
ent religions display a more bloodthirsty desire 
to kill or maim each other. During the fighting 
on Sunday and Monday whenever powder ran 
short viragoes on both sides, with flat- 
irons and other implements, ground large 
grains of blasting powder into a size suitable for 
smallarms, while boys of tender age melted lead 
into bullets and slugs. While the rioters were 
firing youths and women. stood behind them 
busily loading spare guns in order to prevent a 
waste of time. The fusillade lasted until 9 
o'clock yesterday morning, when ammunition 
gave out and a tacit truce ensued, both sides 
removing the dead and wounded to their homes. 
Both sides are doing their utmost to hide. their 
losses. On Monday the Protestants received a 
welcome donation of 25 rifles and much ammu- 
nition from Ballymacaret sympathizers, while 
Ballynahinch Nationalists sent the Catholics a 
supply of ammunition and many revolvers of the 
type called ‘“ Sweethearts.” ‘he plentiness of 
weapons will constitute the gravest danger in 
the future. There is a general demand for a 
house-to-house search for arms. 

A visitor who has been studying the cause of 
the riots writes: ‘ It is useless mincing matters. 
The police have fired and slain people from panic 
if not from vindictiveness. The people assert 
that the latter was the cause. The people regard 
the police as murderers, not geen yd That 
issue must be faced. Hundreds of the people 
have triends dead or dying. It is worse than 
useless to say they wantonly attack the police. 
The latter now represent the people’s deadly, 
death-dealing enemies. The friends and gage 
bors of the killed and wounded all regard the 

olice as foes. Their bare presence is a terror to 

e repulsed, and excludes the idea of wantonness. 
This is now the great supreme difficulty. I have 
seen men in respectable houses throwing stones 
at a batch of 20 policemen escorted by 100 horse 
soldiers.” 

Numerous complaints have been made of the 
behavior of the police. One citizen says that 
while going home through a quiet street he was 
stopped by six constables, who rudely searched 
him, ordered him to give an account of himself, 
and then imperatively command to go 
home at-once. Another writes”? “eon- 
stables who drifted into a respectable 
nist’s shop, upon seeing a pouch engraved with 
a likeness of Chamberlain flung it down, cursing 
Chamberlain for ‘“‘ going against them.” One of 
them, addressing the woman behind the counter, 
said: “ You're afraid of the Tipperary boys. I 
put six bullets into an Orangeman. last night, 
and I’ll give them double to-night. . If I had my 
own way I wouldn’t leave one.” 

A riot took place this morning in Springfield, 
Belfast, 2 few persons being wounded. 

Mr. Maurice Healy, Parnellite member of Par- 
liament for Cork City, has been instructed on be- 
half of the widow of Constable Gardiner, who 
was killed during the Orange riots here which 
began on June 4, to claim froin the city an in- 
demunity of $15,000 for his death. 

While the funeral of some of the victims of the 
riot was being held to-day several shots were 
fired from a crowd of on-lookers. Constables 
rusifed into the crowd and arrested 10 of the 
supposed culprits. Two other funerals which 
were held were conducted in an orderly manner. 
Elaborate precautions enabled the Island men 
on leaving work to march home in a body quietly 
under military protection. The inquest on the 
bodies of three victims of the riots resulted in 
an open verdict. ° 

The magistrates dealt severely with the riot- 
ers who were tried to-day. Throughout the 
day and evening sullen crowds were gathered 
on the streets. A desire to renew the riot- 
ing was evident, but fear of the troops pre- 
vented an outbreak. The Queen’s Island men 
rejected the magistrates’ appeal to return to 
their homes in small bodies instead of in a com- 
pact crowd. They carried a good supply of mis- 
siles for use in the event of their being 
attacked. Bands of youths and girls’ con- 
tinue to indulge in rowdyism. Clergy- 
men of ali creeds are visiting the worst 
districts in the city, and are trying to persuade 
the people to preserve the peace. e shops 
and other business places in the city rema 
open as usual. Notice has been served on the 
wholesale spirit and beer dealers warning them 
that a penalty of 210 will be inflicted for selling 
drink for consumption in the vicinity of their 
premises.

BRITISH POLITICAL EVENTS. 
THE BIRMINGHAM CONTEST—A RECESS 
FOR PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, Aug. 10.—The House of Com- 
mons adjourned this afternoon until Thursday, 
the 19th inst. The Queen’s speech on the reas- 
sembling of Parliament will be of remarkable 
brevity. Beyond a reference to foreign relations 
probably no subject of importance will be touched 
upon, and the speech will be contined tothe bus- 
iness of the session. 

The steamship Sarmatian, which will sail from 
Liverpool for Quebec and Montreal on the 27th 


inst., will take a deputation from the Ulster 
Anti-Repeal Union, consisting of the Rev. Mr. 
Kane, Orange Grandmaster Hill, and Mr. Smith, 
a batrister, for the purpose of spieining to 
their brethren in Canada and America the Irish 
loyalist cause. 

The Gladstonians who are eopporting Alder- 
man W. Cook against Mr. Matthews, Home Sec- 
retary, for the seat in the House of Commons be- 
longing to East Birmingham, assert that while 
Mr. Matthews was running as the Liber:1 candi- 
date in Dungarvan, in 1874, he, in his address to 
the electors of Dungarvan, declared himself a 
bome ruler, and as proof of his sincerity formally 
joined the League. 

Arthur Chamberlain, on behalf of the Radical 
Union, wrote a letter to Mr. Cook, expressing 
fear, from the language used by Mr. Cook in a 
recent letter, that he held separatist views in 
spite of his own statement that he would rec- 
ognize the country’s verdict.

DISGRACEFUL SCENES IN AN OHIO DEMO- 
CRATIC CONVENTION. 

CoLuMBus, Aug. 10.—The rowdyism that 
ruled in the Democratic County Convention yes- 
terday, in which a number of free fights were in- 
dulged in, was beyond all precedent. A like 
gathering had never before disgraced any party 
in Ohio. But the climax was reached to-day in 
the Judicial Convention. The delegates from 
Franklin, Madison, and Pickaway met in the 
City Hall at 11 o’clock, all more or 
less in a peppery condition. The 
convention had hardly begun the transaction of 
business when the smothered fires of yesterday 
were rekindled, and the lie was freely passed 
among the delegates and friends of the various 
ewndidates, The tight of yesterday between two 
eity delegates—Dundon -and Bressnahan—was 
soon renewed, but before any serlous harm had 
been done the belligerents were separated. This 
afternoon the various telegates were, if possible, 
more demoralized, and fres ‘fights were in- 
dulged in in all parts of the hall, and 
mInany were knocke down and trampled 
upon by the mob of shoulder-hitters that 
were liberally represented in each delegation. 
At times a panic, followed by a rush for the 
doors, increased the excitement. The hall was 
packed to suffocation with pened | humanity, 
and the spectators were at all times fearful that 
the convention would end in a tragedy. Dis- 
turbances continued during the afternoon, 
and at 4 o’clock, as the sixth ballot was 
to be called the Chair appointed additional 
officers to preserve order. One of these was 
Dundon, who had been previously engaged 
in a number of fights. Dundon made a 
desperate rush at Bressnahan, his former antag- 
onist, and the two engaged in a most terrific 
tight, both going down upon the floor and in 
their struggles pulling down others. The fight 
soon became general, and the scene beggars de- 
scription. Partial order was finally restored, 
and on the sixth ballot Mr. Thomas J. Duncan, 
of Columbus, was nominated as Common Pleas 
Judge by this thoroughly Demacrotic Conven- 
tion. A nnmber of delegates sold their votes, 
and two have already admitted it.

SECRETARY BAYARD FIRM 


NO OHANGEH IN: HIS POLICY 


IN THE CUTTING CASE. 
HE JUSTIFIES HIS ACTION AND INSISTS 
THAT THE UNITED STATES MUST 
MAINTAIN ITS DIGNITY. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Since the official 


‘ correspondence in the case of A. K. Cutting was 


sent to Congress by the President eight days 
ago there has been no further official communi- 
cation on the subject between the United States 
and Mexican Governments, except verbal com- 
munications between Secretary Bayard and 
Minister Romero. So far as the records show 
the case stands exactly as it did when Mr. Bay- 
ard demanded the release of Cutting from the 
Mexican authorities. This demand was made 
upon a statement of facts distinctly agreed to 
by both parties to the controversy. This state- 
ment was that Cutting was arrested and held by 
the Mexican authorities on the sole charge that 
he had published in Texas an article deemed 
libelous and criminal in Mexico. No allegation 
was made that Cutting circulated the supposed 
libel in Mexico, and in his letter to the President 
on the subject the Secretary of State points out 
that Cutting could not have circulated it in 
that country, because he was summarily arrested 
and imprisoned in Mexico on the same day the 
article was published in the English language in 
Texas. That the publication of the libel was the 
only charge against Cutting was distinctly as- 
sented to by the Mexican representatives and 
when Minister Romero called upon Mr. Bayard 
in relation to the case he made no other claim. 
On the contrary, he maintained that the 
publication of a libel in Texas was made 
cognizable and punishable in Mexico by the 
laws of that country, and he handed to the Sec- 
retary a copy of the Mexican code under which 
this claim of extra-territorial jurisdiction was 


justified. In Consul Brighawm’s first communi- 
eation to the State prin tyre yn in regard to 
Cutting’s arrest he sta that, in response to 
his inquiry of the court at Paso del Norte as to 
the exact charges against Cutting, he was in- 
formed by the official interpreter that the 
prisoner was arrested for the. publication 
in Texas, examined upon that charge alone, 
and committed to jail on. the same. 
Accompanying the Consul’s communication were 
the ailidavits of two persons who were present 
at court and heard the statement.of the interpret- 
er that the publication of the article was the 
only offense charged, This was the situation 
when the United States made. its demand for 
Cutting’s release. Officially there has been no 
change since, but as a matter of fact doubt has 
arisen as to just what charge Cutting was finally 
tried upon, if not as to that‘on which he had his 
first hearing in the Paso.del Norte court. 

Under the Mexican system of adjudication the 
records of the court are secret. Consul Brigham 

ad to take the statement of the official interpret- 
er. He was not allowed to see the actual rec- 
ords, Itmay be that these records will show 
that Cutting was really tried at last on the 
charge of circulating a libelous article in Mexi- 
co. There is a good deal of: difference between 
circulating a libel in Mexico and publishing a 
libelin the United ‘States. Over the one Mex- 
ico would have undoubted jurisdiction. Sec- 
retary Bayard will never admit that 
she can have anything to do with the other. 
Knowledge of what the court records contain is 
absolutely indispensable in the further conduct 
of the case by the United States. Just how 
the documents can be obtained the State De- 
ona does not yet know, but they must 

e had, and Secretary Bayard expects to 
have them. He will take no denial from 
anybody. He does not presume to criticise 
a system which denies access to the records of 
judicial proceedings, but he insists that the 
exact terms of the yo. § or charges upon which 
Cutting was tried shall be given to the United 
States. If, after they are received, this Govern- 
ment finds it necessary to change its course of 
procedure the change will be: made, but until 
then the Secretary expects to .proceed in the 
negotiations with Mexico in thesamé line as at 
present. aoe 

Mr. Bayard is outspoken in expressing his be- 
lief that the course of the Government has been 
entirely right, and the only one that could have 
been pursued with the desire of maintaining the 
honor and dignity of the United States. The de- 
mand for the release of Cutting, the Secretary 
says, would have been made even had the circum- 
stances of his arrest been very different from 
those reported to the State Department. On 
July 19 Mr. Bayard was informed that 
Cutting had been held in confinement nearly a 
month without trial and without bemg permit- 
ted to give bail, while the offense charged 
against him was one that could not in any coun- 

be regarded as a but venial. These 
facts alone, the Secretary holds, would have been 
ample justification for the interference of the 
United States to protect a citizen. It is the 
recognized duty, he says. of every country 
calling itself civilized, to give citizens of another 
country arrested within its borders the right of 
a speedy trial and full information of the nature 
of the charge against them, and the privilege of 
giving bail where the alleged offense is not 
of a grave’ character. Cutting was an 
American citizen, was denied a speedy 
trial, was refused bail, and was confined ina 
Mexican jail, with all that thatimplies,and on this 
statement of facts alone, Without-referénce to any 
question of jurisdiction, Mr. Bayard would 
have insisted upon his release. Arbitration in the 
Cutting case will not be resorted to. The pargraph 
in the treaty of 1848 which requires that iu case 
of any dispute between the United States and 
Mexico all peaceful means of settlement, includ- 
ing arbitration, shall be éxhausted before hostil- 
ities are resorted to has a saving clause. Arhi- 
tration is called for only when both parties. re- 
gard the disputed point as Proper to be. settled 
in such a@ Manner. ‘he United States, 
Secretary Bayard says, cannot 
to arbitration of such a claim as 
that of Mexico—that an American 
citizens can be tried in Mexico under Mexican 
laws for an offense committed within the United 
States. This claim has been expressly put for- 
ward by the Mexican Minister here, and Mr. 
Bayard has as distinctly refused to accept it as 
in any way permissible. 

At the meeting of the Cabinet to-day some 
time was spent in consideration of the Cutting 
difficulty. Mr. Bayard’s conduct of the case was 
indorsed by all his colleagues. 


ENS IPE 
COMPARATIVE QUIET AT EL PASO. 

Eu Paso, Texas, Aug. 10.—The situation 
inthe Cutting affair is practically unchanged. 
Rumors were current throughout the day yester- 
day that Cutting had been quietly spirited away 
to Chihuahua, but they turned out to be untrue. 
Last evening he was still in jail. During the 
afternoon he was called before the court once 


more and notified that he had been grant- 
ed an appeal to the Supreme Court of 
Chihuahua, and that the luwyer who had 
been officially assigned to his defense had for- 
warded the necossaty papers in the case. This 
proceeding will keep him in Paso del Norte for 
Some days, although he himself is under the im- 
pression that he may at any moment be carried 
off. He also fears that he will be assassinated 
as soon as he leaves Paso del Norte, and that tne 
Mexicans will give as an excuse that he tried to 
escape. Cutting sent the following telegram to 
Gov. Ireland last evening: 

As a citizen of the State of Texas I ask of you the 
protection that my friends assure me you can and 
will extend to me. 

This dispatch was sent againat the urgent ad- 
vice of Consul Brigham, and it is the first time 
that Cutting has failed to follow implicitly the 
suggestions of the Consul, who thir

There is only one small comp&ny of in- 
fantry at Fort Bliss. The. citizens of 
El Paso yesterday formed three volunteer 
companies to protect the city against a 
surprise from the other side. Paso del Norte is 
full of Mexican soldiers, and rumors are in circu- 
lation that more are coming. Another rumor is 
to the effect that 300 Mexican horsemen are sta- 
tioned at Saragossa, on the Mexican side of the 
river about 13 miles below El Paso, opposite the 
Texas town of Ysleta. The commander at Fort 
Bliss has sent down to investigate the rumor. 

Yesterday a number of copies of the legal 
brief in the Cutting case, in pamphlet form, 
reached El Paso-from Chihuahua. The brief 
is the work of Jesus Maria Palacios, ‘a lead- 
ing lawyer of the State of Chihuahua, and may 
be regarded as official. It makes an elaborate 
defense of the Mexican side of the question, and 
attempts to prove that Article 186 of the 
Chihuahua Penal Code, which provides for the 
punishment in Mexico of offenses cominitted in 
other countries, isnot only in accord with the 
Mexican Constitution, but also with interna- 
tional law and the treaties with the United States.

A CARELESS ENGINEER. 


_ HE MAKES A MISTAKE WHICH CAUSES 
A FATAL SMASH-UP. 
LOUISVILLE, Aug. 10.—A collision oc- 
‘curred on the Short Line Division of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Road, one and a half miles 
south of Sulphur, last night. Brakeman Frank 
Webber, of this city, was instantly killed, and 
Postal Clerk A. 8. Cook, of Cincinnati, and 
Freight Conductor J. L. Taylor, of Louisville, 
were injured—the former somewhat seriously, 
the latter slightly. Atthe point where the col- 
lision took place there is a very heavy grade 
running down toward the Little Kentucky River 
from Pendleton. By some mistake the first 
section of freight train No. 12, which 
leaves here about 6 P. M. laden with 
granite, was on this grade at the hour 
named running toward Sulphur. No 3, the 
Cincinnati’ passenger train due here at 12:25, 
came in sight on time. The heavy freight train 
on a down grade could not be checked, and 
though the passenger train was stopped almost 
immediately a caine together with a terrific 
shock that completely wrecked both engines and 
broke five freight cars into kindling wood. The 
engineers and’ firemen leaped and saved their 
lives, and the brakeman, Frank Webber, not see- 
ing what was coming, was buried under one of 
the engines. None of the passengers received 
more than a slight bruise: When Engineer 
Riddle, of the ene train, whose fault it 
was that the wreck occurred, but who could 
not be found for some timeatter the collision, 
finally mf&ide his appearance, he said he mis- 
read the time card and thought he had the right 
of way. He had been some time on the road and 
should have known without any time card the 
time the passenger train was due between Sul- 
»nur and Pendleton. The body of Webber was 
rought to the city and taken charge of for in- 
terment by the undertaker. Webber was un- 
married and lived with his mother and two 
brothers. Postal Clerk Cook was taken to his 
home in Cincinnati. The passengers on the train 
were transferred to the Lagrange accommoda- 
tion and arrived here at 8 o’clock this morning. 
The loss will be about $30,000. 


DETROIT. BRICKYARDS IDLE. 
Detroit, Mich., Aug. 10.—The builders’ 
lock-out continues, and nearly everything in that 
line is at a standstill. The large brickyards just 
outside the city, as a consequence of this state of 
things, have shut down, and, they say, will not 
open again this season. This affects 400 families 
and 2,500 persons. The men were getting $1 60 
per day and house rent, and are anxious to con- 
tinue work, but, with large stocks of brick on 
hand and no demand in consequence of the lock- 
out, the boss brickmakers dare not keep 
on accumulating stock. There is no _ pros- 
ect of any present termination of the 
ock-out, and the prospects are gloomy enough. 
Other branches of the building business will soon ; 
be affected in a similar way. It has leaked out; 
that the Builders’ Union have sought to freeze’ 
out ail small builders and contractors by agreeing 
to refuse to bid on contracts that were sub- 
mitted to men outside their number, or to give~ 
figures to architects who did not steer all jobs‘ 
exclusively into their circle, and have, as far as: 
ossible, brought their power and influence to ' 
ear on the stonecutters’ and bricklayers’ unions * 
to prevent them from engaging to work for con- 
tractors other than themselves. They have by’ 
this method of proceedure succeeded in securing | 
the lion’s share of the building contracts, and;; 
etherwise exercised a very tyrannous control, 
over the building business.

INDICTED AND ARRESTED 


SQUIRE AND FLYNN JOINEB 
AS OONSPIRATORS. 


NOW OUT ON BAIL UNDER CRIMI, 
NAL CHARGES. 

THE COMMISSIONER INTERRUPTED IN 
TELLING THE MAYOR HIS REMARK- 
ABLE STORY ABOUT HIS IMPRUDENT 
LETTER BY THE RESULT OF THE 
GRAND JURY’S ACTION. 

Commissioner Rollin M. Squire and Maus 
rice B. Flynn, the Department of Public Works 
conspirators, were brought up with a round 
turn yesterday. Squire was arrested in the 
Mayor’s office and Flynn was arrested in Cham- 
bers-street while on the way to the District At+ 
torney’s office to give himself up. The fact that 
both of these worthies were under arrest created 
a stir such as was witnessed in the-days of the 
fall of the Tweed régime. 

On the first day of the Mayor’s investigation of 
the conduct of Commissioner Squire that distin- 
guished gentleman from Boston made his ap- 
pearance for a few moments in his Honor’s office. 
He was asked to produce a copy of the original 
letter accompanying the charges against him. 
He started off to get the letter. That was on 
last Wednesday morning. At11 o’clock yester- 
day morning, after being away nearly one week, 
he returned to the Mayor's office. He seemed 
far happier that the majority of bridegrooms 
at awedding, and a. barber had put the 
blonde hair and handsome blonde mus- 
tache of the Commissioner in gvod 
shape. The Commissioner took a. seat at the 
Side of Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, one-rof his law- 
yers, and they chatted as merrily as though on 
their way to the races at Monmouth Park. Law- 
yer Newcombe sat solemn and alone, and await- 
ed the arrival! of Lawyer Strahan, who entered 
with Lawyer Peckham. Mayor Grace took @ 
seat at his desk and was ready to proceed with 
the hearing. Lawyer Strahan, having an. 
nounced on Monday that he would introduce tes- 
timony for the defense yesterday, Commissioner 
Squire was called as the first witness. After tha 
witness had been sworn he took a seat close ta 
the one occupied by Mayor Grace and 
glanced about him in a self-satisfied man- 
ner. While he was telling his rather 
remarkable story Maurice B. Flynn entered the 
room. Flynn looked 10 years older than-he did! 
three weeks ago. Auybody after looking at his 
face would have said that he had gazed upon one 
of the most wretched men in the comuninity. 
Some of Flynn’s old cronies remarked: ‘ Mau- 
rice’s heart is broken.” It was very apparent 
that he keenly felt the position in which he wast 
placed. While he sat listening to his old friend 
Squire’s story the rumor was wafted into the 
Mayor’s office that Inspector Byrnes with twomof 
his detectives was in the corridor of the City 
Hall and was prepared to arrest both Squire amd’ 
Flynn. ' 

Commissioner Squire testified in an easy way.’ 
He spoke loud enough to be beard by every one’ 
in the room, and at times became very emphatic 
and eloquent. To Lawyer Strahan he said that 
his name was Rollin M. Squire, and that he was 
Commissioner of Public Works. He was ap- 
—- Dec. 31,1884. He was introduced to 

ubert O. Thompson in the Fall of 1883 by the 

ex-Collector of the Port of Boston, William A. 

Simmons. Later Mr. Thompson introduced 

Maurice B. Flynn to him. Mr. Squire went to 

the Chicago.Convention with Mr. Thompson be- 

cause Mr. Thompson desired his services there.| 

Mr. Squire was very well acquainted with the 

members of the delegation from Massachusetts. 

He carried whatever messages Mr. Thompscew 

wished delivered to that delegation. 

“When -you returned: to New-York,” asked 
Lawyer Strahan, “did you maintain the same 
confidential relations with Mr. Thompson ?”’ 

“T object to that,”"interrupted Lawyer Peckham. 
“ Nothing has been said about. confidential rela- 
tions. r. Squire has said he was a messenger 
for Mr. Thompson.” hy 

“T did not say: that,” said Mr. Squire vehe- 
mently. “Idid notsay that I was Mr. Thomp- 
son’s messenger.” 

“Yes, you did,” said Lawyer Peckham. 

“JT did not,” said Mr. Squire, ‘‘and I do not 
want you to put wordsinto ry mouth. I appeal 
to the stenographer’s notes.” 

The stenographer read his notes and everybody: 
was satisfied. 

Mr. Squire said that after his return to New- 
York he tried to bring Gen. Butler and Mr. 
Thompson together so that Gen. Butler would 
support Mr. Thompson’s candidi‘s, Grover 
Cleveland, for the Presidency. His mission was 
atailure. He first talked with Mr. Thompsou 
about securing the position of Commissioner of 
Public Works on Dec. 24, 1884. He did mot 
know much about New-York ee. but thought 
he could fill the bill. Mr. Thompson told him 
that the Mayor had nominated Gen. Fitz Johu 
Porter for the place, but that the Aldermen 
would not confirm him. Mr. Thompson ex- 

lained that Mr. Squire could be confirmed. Mr. 

iompecn asked Mr. Squire if he could get good 
backing. Mr. Squire said that Mayor Edson and 
himself had been schovlmates together, and 
that the Mayor ought to know him very well. 

Mr. Thompson urged Mr. Squire to go to the 

Mayor and declare himself a candidate for the 

position of Commissioner of Public Works. 

“You can talk,’ said Mr. Thompson to Mr, 
Squire, “to Mayor Edson of your schoolboy days, 
and can assure the Mayor that your nomination 
will be confirmed.” f 

Mr. —— went to Mayor Edson’s residence 
and b a ver pleasant chat with the Mayor. 
Mr. Squire said that he understood the Mayor 
could not secure the confirmation of Gen. Fitz 
John Porter for the position of Commissioner of 
Public Works. He could name a man who would 
secure the confirmation by the Board of Alder- 
men if the Mayor would nominate that man. The 
Mayor asked who would vouch for the man, and 
Mr. Squire answered that B. E. Perry, their ol@ 
preceptor, would vouch for him. 

*“ Who is the man?’ asked Mayor Edson. 

“Tam the man.” : 

Mayor Edson was somewhat astonished. Ha 
said he thought that Squire was altogether tog 
sanguine, and did not believe that he could be 
confirmed. Mayor Edson suggested that he 
should talk to Col. E. T. Wood, the Mayor's 
brother-in-law, upon the subject, but Squire did 
not desire to have an interview with any one 
other than the Mayor. Squire returned to 
Thompson’s apartments, and there met Flynn. 
They consulted together. Squire said that he 
was prepared to accept any advice in the mat- 
ter. He was a good lieutenant in any enter- 
prise. Thompson suggested that it would bea 
good idea to secure the co-operation of another 


man. 

Atthis point Sauire looked hard at Lawyer 
Miller and said: “Mr. Thompson told me that 
Charles P. Miller would be the man; that Miller 
was the most pliant man in New-York; that hoe 
had his finger in every pie, and that he was 
always ready for anything.” 

The listeners, including Lawyer Miller, laughed 
when Squire gave this testimony. 

The Commissioner then went on to-detail at 

at length his interviews with Mayor Edson, 
hompson, and Flynn, and said that at Thomp- 
son’s request he went to the Hotel Brunswick 
and there found the then Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works seated at a table with pen, ink, and 
paper. bem ey said to Squire: ‘“ It really 
seems from what you have told me that Mayor 
Edson will nominate you as Commissioner of 
Public Works.” Squire said that in his opinion 
he could secure such nomination. 

“ There is more than that to be considered,” 
said Thompson; “ aimost important thing is to 
secure your confirmation by the Board of Al- 
dermen.” 

Then Thompson suggested that a little writing 
would be in order. ere should be some docu- 
ment to show what Squire proposed to do. 
Squire said that he objected to do wny writing; 
that he did not approve of written promises, 
Thompson urged Squire to write at his dictation. 
Squire dipped a pen in ink, and Thompson began 
by saying: “‘ New-York, Dec. 25.” Then Thomp- 
son hesitated. He said that as that was Christ« 
mus Day and was a legal holiday it would not 
do to fix the date on that day. 

“You don’t want a promissory note?’ asked 
Squire, who says he was in the dark aa to the na- 
ture cf the document which Thompson wished 
him to prepare. 
pe — no,” replied Thompson, “make it the 

th. 

Thompson then asked Squire to address tha 
letter to Maurice B. Flynn. Squire objected; 
saying that Flynn was not Commissioner of Pubé 
lic Works. Thompson said, “ Oh, that’s all right. 
Iam Commissioner of Public Works. Address 
the letter to Flynn.” The letter dated Dec. 26 
1884, addressed to Maurice B. Flynn and signed 
by Rollin M. Squire, giving Flynn control of the 
Department of Public Works in the event of 
Squire’s confirmation, was then written by Squire 
at Thompson's dictation. Squire read it over 
and said that it would never do for him to part 
with such a letter; that he did not care to bo en- 
gaged in any such arrangement; that they 
would ve playing with fire with such a ee in 
existence. Thompson begged Squire. 
worry about the letter, saying thatit was a docu- 
iment oan nama ¢ to be used toward securing his 
nomination. es uire asked Thompson 
to keep the letter and read it over in less anxious 
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memeuts, Squire thought that Thompson would 
— agree With him thatit was a highly improper 
etter. 

oh then hunted up Judge Gildersleeve and 
told him of the letter which he had written at 
Thompson’s dictation. Judge Gildersleeve had 
taken a great interest in Squire, and was anxious 
to see him succeed in life. When the Judge 
heard of the letter he was indignant and said 
that it was a very improper document, and one 
which Squire never should have written. He 
added that Squire should not write any letters 
concerning the position which he sought, and 
said very Seterminedly that while he felt very 
friendly toward Squire he would never take a 
step in his behalf so long as any such letter as 
that dictated by Thompson was in existence, 
Squire started after Thompson. The Comunis- 
sioner was not in his rooms in the Worth House. 
Squire found him in his rooms in the Department 
of Public Works. Squire told Thompson that he 
had seen Judge Gildersleeve and that the Judge 
had said thatit was the height of impropriety 
for him to write the letter dictated by Thomp- 
son. Squire demanded the letter. Thompson 
jaughed and said: ‘Now, Squire, you let that 
matter rest. I will take care of it.” 

“T want that letter,” again demanded Squire. 

“And I want to talk the matter over with 
Flynn,” answered Thompson. 

Squire said that he would never again cross 
the threshold of the City Hall, that he would 
never accept the office of Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works until the letter was returned to him so 
that he might destroy it. He said,in conclusion, 
that Thompson could rely upon Squire's word if 
he wanted anything at Squire’s disposal. Thomp- 
son would not surrender the letter. Then Squire 
went to Flynn’s residence and told Flynn all 

about it. Flynn was amazed, and said that 
Squire had-done a very foolish thing in wrjting 
the letter. He wondered that Squire did not 
know any better than to do such a thi Flynn 
told him to remain where he was, and that he 
would get the letter from Thompson. Flynn 
went away. When he returned he said that the 
letter was all right and that he would return it 
to Squire on the following Monday. ‘ 

Squire said that he had an appointment with 
Mayor Edson on that sg oy! at 11 in the morn- 
ing. Flynn said that the letter would be re- 
turned a half hour earlier in Mr. Kellogg's office. 
Squire went to that office in time, but Flynn was 
not there. Squire waited until 1 o’clock for 
Flynn, and then went to lunch. He returned to 
the office, and about 3 o’clock saw Flynn, who 
took a letter from his pocket, and, handing it to 
Squire, said, ‘* There it 1s.” 

“This is business,” remarked Squire, and he 
glanced over the letter. He was sure it was the 
one which he had written at Thompson’s dicta- 
tion. He said to Mr. Brown, one of Mr. Kellogg’s 
partners: “I have done many foolish things in 
my life, but the writing of this was one of the 
worst things I ever did. Look at it.” 

Squire held up the letter so that Mr. Brown 
could read it. 

‘Did he read it?” asked Lawyer Strahan. 

“T don’t know. I presume he did,” replied 
Squire. 

Squire said that he then drew a match from a 
box which he carried, and, lightingit, burned the 
letter over a cuspidor. He had no doubt what- 
ever that he had destroyed the letter which 
Thompson had coaxed him to write. 

Then Squire went to the Mayor’s office and saw 
Mr. Edson, who was somewhat annoyed over his 
failure to keep his appointment. The Mayor 
asked Squire whether he was sure that he could 
secure the confirmation of the Board of Alder- 
men, and Squire said that he had no doubt what- 
ever upon that point. After his nomination had 
been sent to the Aldermen and confirmed Mayor 
Edson said to Squire that it was a most extraor- 
dinary confirmation, and that it made him feel 
uneasy. : ‘ 

“Did you make any promise in connection 
with your department in order to secure the con- 
firmation ?’’ asked the Mayor. 

“IT did make a very extensive one,” said 
Squire, “‘ but the letter which I wrote has been 
destroyed.” 

“Did Mayor Edson exact any promise from 
you ?” asked Lawyer Strahan. 

“ He did,” was the answer. 

"What was it?” 

“That I should conduct the Department of 
Public Works honestly.” 

“Did you put that in writing ?”’ asked Lawyer 
Peckham. 

“No,” was the reply; “I was through writing 
at that time.” 

On the following Monday Flynn and Squire 
went to the Manhattan Club, and there met 
Judge Gildersleeve. Something was said about 
the letter, and Flynn told Judge Gildersleeve 
thatit had been destroyed. Squire went into 
office on Jan. 2,1885. He visited the Mayor's 
office.on that day, and congratulated the Mayor 
upon his election. Then he saw igen sae and 
told him that he would be glad to profit by his 
experience as Commissioner of Public Works, 
and would be pleased to accept any suggestion 
from hompson said that Mayor Grace 
was much nettled over the manner in which 
Squire had. obtained the control of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. Thompson wanted to 
~ aa how Squire would feel if he was asked to 

ve up his position in order that he: (Thompson) 
mg! © appointed by Mayor Grace. Thompson 
said that he believed that Mayor Grace would 
appoint him if he (Squire) would hand in his 
resignation. Squire answered that’whenever he 
Was assured that the Mayor would appoint 
Thompson to succeed him he would resign with- 
out hesitation, Squire said that-he and Thomp- 
son were very friendly. 


Poe J Lawyer Newcombe visited Squire in the 
i) 
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artment of Public Works. This was in May, 
5. The lawyer said that itlooked as though 
ayor Grace was willing to appoint Thompson. 
Commissioner of Public Works. The lawyer 
eee amt ine what he thought of tendering his 
resi on. Squire said that he was satisfied to 
do that at once, and that, he promptly wrote a 
> sd of resignation and handed it tothe lawyer. 

en. the lawyer was about to depart Squire 
said to him that the letter must not be handed to 
the Mayor until it was clear beyond a doubt that 
he would appoint Thompson as his successor. 
On the following day Flynn went to Europe. 
Mrs. Flynn and Mrs. Squire were there. 

In June, 1885, Lawyer Newcombe again visit- 
ed Squire,.and astonished him by telling him that 
Thompson had the original letter which Squire 
supposed he had destroyed. There were rumors 
afloat at that time-that D. Lowber Smith, Depu- 
ty Commissioner of Public Works, was to suc- 
ceed Squire. Squire did not recall that Lawyer 
Newcombe ever suggested any other person than 
Hubert O. Thompson_as his successor. The law- 
yer said that he was afraid that Thompson would 
make trouble for Squire. The latter laughed and 
said thathe had no faith in Thompson’s threats; 
that the letter had been destroyed. He then 
hun up Thompson, and there was a very 
stormy interview. Squire said to Thompson: 
“ You have cruelly and shamefully deceived me 
in foisting upon me;a letter which was not my 
own, if the letter which you have is the one I 
wrote at your dictation.”

Squire said'that he sent for his pets soon 
after this interview and looked.over the rolls of 
the department.

When Flynn returned 
from Europe Squire told him that Lawyer New- 
combe had said that Thompson had the dictated 
letter. Some time in August Flynn said to 
Squire: ‘* There is very little doubt in my mind 
that you and I were deceived in that matter,” 
meaning that Thompson had given up a bogus 
letter and retained the Simon Pure article. 

Squire, in discharging D. Lowber Smith from 
his position as Deputy Commissioner of Public 
Works, told him that he (Smith) was not in sym- 
pathy with him, (Squire.) Squire wanted a 
counterpart of Squire as his deputy. He issued 
orders that no appointments should be made 
without his approval. Smith said, after his re- 
moval, thathe was glad he was in a position 
where he could no longer be looked upon b 
Squire as a spy for the people in the Wort 
House. 

Squire was then examined concerning the 
first of the charges made against him—the mu- 
tilation of public records. Squire said that 
charges had been preferred against Joseph Blu- 
menthal, Superintendent of Incumbrancesin the 
Department of Public Works. Blumenthal tend- 
ered his resignation, and it was accepted. The 
charges against him were in the letter book. 
Squire took the leaves out of the books which he 
(Squire) did not consider a part of the public 
records, and handed them to Blumenthal. It 
was a pure act of kindness of heart upon 
Squire’s part to do this, Squire said, and 
he was urged to do it by Blumenthal’s 
friends and Blumenthal himself, in order to re- 
move any charges or evidence of charges against 
him. Squire’s letter, a copy of which was in the 
book, was read to show that there was no con- 
cealment upon Squire’s part in the matter. He 
ordered that the pages should be removed, and 
he consulted the Chief Clerk, R. H. Clifford, and 
had his approval, before making the order. The 
letter which Chief Engineer Birdsall says he 
wrote to Squire concerning violations of the civil 
service laws Squire said he never received. He 
was particularly eloquent when talking of the 
appointment of Uriah A. Pollard, the ex-convict. 
He said that he knew nothing of Pollard’s early 
career until long after Pollard had been ap- 
— to his position in the department. 

e felt very sorry for the young man, 
and said that if he (Squire) were at 
the head of the largest banking institu- 
tion in the United States he would trust 
every dollar in the institution to Pollard’s care. 
As the head of a department in the City Govern- 
ment he could not retain Pollard’s services, and 
asked for the young man’s resignation. Squire 
grew very eloquent as he said that not one of the 
charges against him affected him so much as that 
in which Pollard was mentioned. The dragging 
of that young man’s name and career into the 
fight against him (Squire) was a specimen of un- 
paralleled brutality. Squire’s little speech 
pleased Col. Ingersoll immensely. Squire said 
that Pollard had been of great service to the city 
in perfecting a system of accounts now in vogue 
in the Department.of Public Works. 


THE ARRESTS. 

A recess was taken at 1:30 in the after- 
noon. The examination of Squire was to be re- 
sumed at 2 o0’clock. At that time Squire entered 
the room, holding an afternoon newspaper con- 
taining a brief statement that he and Flynn had 
been indicted by the Grand Jury, and that they 
were to be arrested. Squire took his seat at the 
Mayor’s desk and glanced at the paper. He 
turned deathly pale and his hands trembled. He 


folded up the paper and glanced about him in a 
frightened way. Flynn was not present. The 
room was crowded with politicians. In ,an ante- 
room sat Inspector Byrnes. Lawyer Strahan arose 
and asked for an adjournment until to-morrow. 
He said that circumstances had arisen which 
would require the presence of his client and him- 
self elsewhere. Lawyer Peckham agreed to the 
adjournment, and Mayor Grace announced it. In- 
spector Byrnes had noiselessly entered the room 
and stood near the door. As the crowd was pass- 
ing out Squire was jammed up against the In- 
spector. 

“This is Inspector Byrnes, I believe,” said 
Squire. 

“Yes,” said the Inspector, “I have a warrant 
for your arrest.” 

Then the Inspector and Squire walked quickly 
through the corridor, followed by the crowd. 
They crossed the City Hall Park to the District 
Attorney’s office. The crowd increased to enor- 
mous proportions, and everybody shouted at 
everybody else “Squire is under arrest.” A few 
moments before Maurice B. Flynn was arrested 
in Chambers-street by Detective Von Gerichten. 
Flynn said that he was about to give himself up. 

When Squire and Flynn were taken to the Gen- 
eral Sessions building District Attorney Martine 
went before Judge Cowing, in Part I. of the 
Court of General Sessions, and moved that the 

risoners be required to give $10,000 bail each. 

sawyer Newcombe opposed the motion on the 
ground that the offense charged was only a mis- 
demeanor. Mr. Martine said that in orga 
he would accept $500 bail, 
but in this case he thought that $10,000 would 
be a reasonable amount. . Judge Cowing said 
that under the circumstances $10,000 would be 
a proper amount. 

While messengers were out searching for 
bondsmen, Squire and Flynn sat in one of the 
private rooms of the District Attorney’s office 
and talked with their counsel. The main wait- 
ing room was crowded with City Hall politicians 
and friends of the prisoners. In the course of

law, came in, prepared to give bail in any 
amount shortof amillionortwo. He said he 


. owned otf acres of land on Central-avenue worth 


$250,0 He had bought the land from 
Leonard Jerome for $104,000. The property 
was free of all incumbrances, except a mortgage 
for $37,000. Mr. Martine and Judge Cowing 
said that the bond was sufficient, and Mr. Flynn 
was released. He hurried outof the General 
— building:and walked away with Mr. 
Loss. 

Commissioner Squire had along hunt for bail. 
At 5 o’clock Martin B. Brown, printer, of No. 49 
Park-place, qualified ashis bondsman. Mr. Brown 
sald that he was worth about $200,000 and that he 
was already on bonds to the amount of $40,000. 
He said that he owned the Columbia College 
leasehold property at No. 49 Park-place, which 
he valued at $50,000. He also owned realestate 
in various Pag in of the city.

Squire and Flynn are charged with misde- 
meanor simply, the maximum penalty for which 
is one year’s imprisonment and $500 fine.

The first count charges conspiracy on the part 
of Rollin M. Squire and Maurice B, Flynn. It 
says that on Dec. 26,1884, when the term of 
the Commissioner of Public Works had expired, 
the Mayor was about to nominate and 
with the consent of the Board of Aldermen 
to appoint some person in his cages Rollin M. 
Squire being an applicant for the place, he and 
Maurice B. Flynn, together with Hubert O. 
Thompson, did conspire and agree among them- 
selves that Rollin M. Squire, in consideration of 
his appointment, should offer to give to Maurice 
B. Flynn a gratuity and reward, and that he did 
offer to give that gratuity and reward, to wit, 
the privilege to Maurice B. Flynn to direct the 
transaction of business of the office of Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, and to control the ap- 
pointments and removals of the subordinates.

BURIED IN A VAULT. 


BONES OF A MURDERED 
BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 
Sr. Louis, Aug. 10.—About a week ago 
Joe Massarang, who keeps a saloon at No. 3,838 
Easton-avenue, engaged a scavenger to clean 
out the vaultin the rear of his premises. Work 
had searecely been commenced when a pair of 
shoes were brought out and in the shoes were 
some small bones. The scavenger at once 
quit work and refused to proceed with 


the job. He did not report the matter 
to the police, but talked it over with 
several persons in the neighborhood. Anton 
Huber, who keeps a boarding house next door to 
Massarang’s saloon, visited the vault with his 
brother-in-law. They lowered a lantern, and 
both are positive they saw the face and upper 
portion of a man’s body. They procured a pole, 
and in moving the body around with it the _re- 
mains sank out of sight. They, however, fished 
up some bones, which were pronounced by 
Massarang and others to be those of a cow. 
erga‘ hagg matter was reported to the police, 
but after a slight investigation they concluded 
that there was nothing in the story. 

The neighbors, however, were not satisfied, 
and continued the search. On Saturday some 
more bones were found, and again the police 
were notified. This time they concluded there 
was something in it, and decided to have the 
vault emptied and a thorough investigation 
made. The Coroner was also notified. Yester- 
day and last night enough bones had been dis- 
covered to satisfy them that a man had been 
buried in the vault. In addition to the bones 
a leather belt, a leather pocketbook, and a 
pair of pantaloons were found. To-day a 
skull was brought up from the vault and 
placed with the other evidences in the 
case. The skull was probably that of an 
old man, as the front upper teeth are decayed. 
The bones show ared discoloration at the back 
of the skull such as would be produced by a blow 
with some hard instrument. The skull could not 
be closely examined to-day. 

A peculiar circumstance pointing toward foul 
playis the fact that the clothes were off the 
bones, and that while the latter were denuded of 
flesh by lime which had been thrown into the 
yault the clothes were preserved intact. This 
leads the police to the conclusion that the body 
was not clothed when it was thrown or fell into 
the vault. Coroner Nidelet will begin an inves- 
tigation at-once, and every effort will be made to 
solve the mystery.

BURLINGTON, Vt., Aug. 10.—The second 
annual grove meeting of the Universalists of 
Vermont opened at Queen City Park to-day with 
600 in attendance, including over 100 Univers- 
alists from Boston and vicinity and prominent 
representatives of the denomination from all 
parts of New-England.

. CUSTOMS- OFFICERS INCREASE THE DUTY 


ON CANNED MACKEREL. 
Boston, Aug. 10.—There was an excited 


‘ group of importers at the Custom House to-day. 


They were large dealers in canned mackerel, a 
branch of business of more than usual impor- 
tance at this time owing to the great scarcity of 
mackerel in American waters, and they were an- 
noyed by the somewhat arbitrary and unexpect- 
ed action of the local customs authorities in rais- 
ing the duties levied on canned mackerel from 
25 to 100 per cent. ad valorem. The duty 
on these goods has long been levied in ac- 


cordance with'the ruling of the department 
at Washington at 25 per cent. On this 


| basis the dealers have beenrushing importations 


from the British provinces where mackerel are 
plenty, and on this basis large contracts for 
tuture delivery have been entered into. Sudden- 
ly and without warning the customs officers de- 
cided that importations of canned mackerel must 
be governed by another decision of the depart- 
ment at Washington, which prescribes a duty of 
100 per cent. upon importations of canned 
meats. The decision of the local officers was in 
harmony with a recent construction of tariff rul- 
ings by the authorities of the Portland Custom 
House. The importers, however, claim that the 
attempt to classify mackerel in cans under the 
decision of Acting Secretary Fairchild in re- 
lation to canned meats is preposterous, 
and they made a vigorous effort to-day to 
bring the customs officers around to their way of 
thinking. Deputy Collectors Fish and Monroe 
and Appraiser Stearns argued the point persist- 
ently, and advised that one of two methods 
might be employed by the importers as a solu- 
tion of the difficulty: First, the importers inter- 
ested might combine and draw up the facts in- 
volved, citing their grievances, and requesting 
the Secretary of the Treasury to pass upon the 
, Subject at the earliest moment; second, that the 
‘duty of 100 per cent. ad valorem be assessed on 
one invoice of the goods, an appeal be made from 
of the Collector, and a protest entered 
,at Washington, so that a decision might be 
reached upon the issue. This latter suggestion 
Mr. Fish urged as perhaps the better to be pur- 
sued, but the importers 
undecided as to the best course to perme.

A LACK OF WATER COMPELS THEM T@ 
LEAVE THE STATE OF TEXAS, 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 19.—A woman carrying a 
baby in her arms and followed by two little chil. 
dren, each about 4 years of age, came into the 
Mayor’s office this morning and accosted Sergt. 
McGrew. She said she was Mrs. G. W. Brockway, 
and that her husband, who was seeing to their 
baggage at the Union Station, would be in sooy 
to see the Mayor. Pending the arrival of the 
husband the woman told her story. She and her 
husband were natives of Ashtabula County, Ohio, 
and had lived near the town of Warren. Mrs, 
Brockway is a graduate of Oberlin Seminary 
in that State, and her husband also hag 
a good education. A year ago this 
‘month they bought 160. acres of land in Tayloz 

‘County, Texas, and removed to that State te 


cultivate the newly acquired property. Taylot 
‘ County is in the southwestern part of the State, 


and the Brockway farm was situated about 40 
miles south of Abilene. Arriving at the place 
the husband immediately began preparations for 
planting. On the 19th of last September, nearly 
one year ago, it rained in Taylor County, sined 
which time notadrop of water has fallen in 
that section of the country. The planted crop 
showed its head above the ground, but burned ta 
dust before it was an inch high. It was with the 
greatest difficulty that water was procured fox 
the use of the people.

NEARING THE END. 


*TESTIMONY IN THE ANARCHIST’ TRIALS’ 
ALL BEFORE THE JURY. 

CurcaGco, Aug. 10.—In the Anarchists’ 
‘ trials to-day the defense called W. A. 8S. Graham, 
a reporter on the Times, to impeach the testi- 
mony of Gilmer, one of the witnesses for the 
State. Before Graham was examined, however, 
Gilmer was recalled for cross-examination.: He 
admitted having told Graham that he could 
identify the man who threw the bomb, but he 
did not say to Graham that the man who threw 
the bomb also lit the fuse. Graham then took 
the stand ana testified that-Gilmer told him that 
the man-who threw the bomb also lit the fuse; 
also thatthe man’s back was toward him, but 
that he thought he wore whiskers, and that he 


was a man of medium height. Gilmer also 
stated that the man wore a slouch haf. On 
cross-examination Graham said that Gilmer said 
the man who threw the bomb stood in Crane’s 
alley. At 10:55 A. M. Capt. Black announced 
that the defense had concluded. 

The prosecution called Justice of the Peace 
Scully as the first witness in rebuttal. The Justice 
testified that Officer Wessler did not identify 
Steiner as the man who did the pee ie few therear 
ofthe wagon at the Haymarket at the trial'before , 
him, and whom the police afterward identified 
as being Fielden. Inspector Bonfield jas re- 
called and said he saw the witness Simonsen at 
the Desplaines-street station. Simonson com- 
plained that the police had not done sufficient 
execution at McCormick’s and on Eighteenth- 
street. The witness said he replied that these 
riotous crowds generally had such a large sprink- 
ling of women and children that the police had 

‘to sustain assualts from the rioters without re- 
taliating owing to a knowledge that 
the women and children would suffer also. 
, He did not tell Simonson that if he could get a 
crowd of 3,000 rioters off by themselves he would’ 
‘make short work of them. 

Judge Chester C. Cole, for 11 years amember 
.of the Supreme Bench of Iowa, testified that he 
,had known Gilmer personally for a long number' 
_of years, and that his eo was good. Ed-: 

ward R. Mason, Clerk of the United States Dis-. 
trict Court at Des Moines, Iowa, said Gilmer had 
always borne a good reputation. Ex-United 
States District Attorney Tuthill, of this city, and 
a number of others also testified that the reputa- 
tion of H. L. Gilmer for truth and veracity was 


good. 

Police Officer Michael Kissane said he was in 
the second rank of the police who participated 
in the Haymarket riot. 

Q.—Before the bomb was thrown did you have 
anything in —, hand which shone like-the bar-. 
relofarevolver? A.—TI did not. 

Ten other police officers who were in the squad 

which quelled the Haymarket riot were asked 
the same question, gave the same answer, were 
not cross-examined, and Mr. Grinnell announced 
that the case for the State was closed. Upon 
this the counsel on both sides entered a discus- 
sion as to the number and succession of speeches 
tobe made. Judge Gary said counsel not being 
able to agree as to the succession of speeches 
he should allow but two speeches on a side. 
There being eight defendants he would allow 
eight speeches on a side, if the counsel insisted 
on that number. Meantime the counsel must 
agree among themselves as to the order of 
speeches. The court then adjourned till to-mor- 
row.

THE UMPIRE DOES HIS BEST. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 
Can nothing be done to check the growing tend- 
ency to quarrel with the decisions ‘of the umpire in 
,our national game of baseball? Freedom of speech, 
is at all times desirable, but the-spectacle of an um- 
| pire being hooted and! howled at by the spectators. 
and escorted from the field by a score of policemen, 
‘in order to escape the violence of a mob, is not cal- 
‘culated to inspire that amount of respect either for 
‘the individual in question or the game itself which 
{is essential to its true enjoyment. Assuming that 
the umpire does his best in an impartial manner, 
(and in the absence of any evidence to the contrary 
‘we ought to take that view,) it seems clear to me, 
from the many mistakes which are made, that the 
umpire has more duties to perform than he 
can accomplish. The game is played with 
such rapidity and skill that questions requir- 
ing the decision of the umpire are constant- 
ly arising, and these the umpire (who has 
had to have his eye on the pitcher, batsman, ball, 
,and the three bases atone and the same time) is ex- 
pected to decide without a moment’s hesitation. To 
me, Sir, it seems remarkable that he performs his 
,duties so well, butif better results can be attained 
they gr § ought to be, and to that end I would 
suggest that two umpires be employed, and 
the duties divided between them. Even in cricket, 
which is playedin a much more deliberate manner, 
two umpires are necessary. Their duties are well 
. defined and. cannot clash, and,a man is not placed in 
a position to judge of something which it is often 
impossible for him to see. The result is that such 
;8cenes as are witnessed on our baseball grounds are 
‘utterly unknown upon a cricket field. Ido not pre- 
‘tend to say in what positions in the field two um- 
ua should be placed, but a very little considera- 
ion by the managers of our sancing nines would de- 
icide that point; but if the suggestion offers any clue, 
to the solution of the present difliculty the baseball

“densely overcrowded. Almost all the passengers. 
were up by 5 A. M. this morning, many long be- 
ifore, and they urgently requested a cup of tea or 
coffee, having had nothing since.the nieal. called. 
supper at 6 P.M. the evening previous. To con-! 
‘fine myself to my own case, I offered 
t Day whatever might be charged if 
sonly could have some refreshment, but 
it was absolutely refused under any’ 
;grounds' before breakfast at 6:30 o'clock. 
should have said, however, that the number of: 
‘passengers was so greatly in excess of the ac- 
‘commodation as to necessitate three repetitions 
{ofthe meal before'all could partake, and that, 
‘not knowing that a bribe was nccessary, I was: 
not in the first batch last evening. To-day, hayv- 
ing learned wisdom by experience, I succeaded in 
'peing among the first batch to be served. The 
very nasty meal styled breakfast re peen 
dispatched thus early, the next, deignated dinner, 
was announced for 11:30 A. M., but it was not

river is paid for very dearly at the cost of the. 
discomforts and semi-starvation it entails; but, 
those whose ardor for scenery is proof against 
the drawbacks (I confess mine would not have 
been had I known what to expect) can at, 
all events take steps to. guard against‘ 
suffering the pangs of hungér, and I would, 
strongly advise them to take food on board’ 
with them, and also to provide themselves’ 
with soap anda towel.

MR. HIGGINS’S REPLY TO THE STATE- 
MENTS OF GEN. NEWTON AND 


LIEUT.-COL. M’FARLAND. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Everything connected with our harbor really 
concerns the public, not only of New-York, but the 
United States. Hence I make no apology for occu- 
pying your valuable space with discussions of the 
questions which exist at this moment and which 
vitally affect that interest. I am not conscious that 
heretofore I have made any personal allusions to, or 
attacks on, any one connected with the Engineer 
Corpsof the United States, and therefore I cannot 
but deem the utterly mistaken statements of Lieut.- 
Col. McFarland and the gratuitous sneers of Gen. 


Newton about me personally (in TIMES Aug. 2 and 
5) as in very bad taste. It must be inferred that 
these fen. and perhaps the entire corps of 
United States Engineers, deem themselves insulted 
because a civilian merchant presumes to inquire into 
their plan of improvements, and, most of all, be- 
cause, in considering the best remedy for existing 
evils and the wisest provision for future occurrences, 
the merchants of New-York had the impertinence 
‘to deem a combination of the entire talent of, 
army, navy, Coast Survey, and civil life more 
‘advantageous than to confide the whole matter 
to the Corps of Engineers alone. I firmly assert 
that these two points are the sole objects which the 
Chamber of Commerce had in view in presenting 
and urging the “ Harbor Commission bill’ now de- 
feated he acknowledged opposition to its exist- 
ence and passage by the United States Engineers 
and their partisans, as illustrated in the Sun of May 
9 andelsewhere; and, so far as I know or have been 
able to ascertain, wholly and entirely by them or 
through their influence. I cannot avoid a feeling of 
deep indignation at this result. If it be presump- 
tion in me and every merchant to question the com- 
— wisdom of the Engineers what cannot be said of 

he gentlemen who wiitl dare to state that it is in op- 
position to the true business interests of the mer- 
chants of New-York for them to do otherwise than 
leave this whole matter in the hands of the En- 
gineers when those merchants with unanimous 
voice had pronounced directly the reverse? For 
one Iam absolutely convinced now, after the expe- 
rience of this Winter, that the commission demanded 
by the Chamber is of far greater importance and ne- 
cessity than I previously deemed it, and for fear 
that I shall be again accused of stealthy conduct I 
now declare that I shall use my utmost efforts to 
bring about that legislation, and believe that my 
wise and Sa, en associates will with one voice 
work in thefuture as they have worked in the past 
’ to that end. 

In the meantime we have but one point of debate, 
and that is the ‘plan for permanent improvement” 
which Gen. Newton and Hieut.Col. McFarland now 
stand committed to, and which they both declare to 
be contained in Executive Document No. 78, Forty-, 
eighth Congress, second session. A single word of* 
7 explanation just here. 

hat there must be two plans mooted by the Engi- 
neers from the discrepancy in time and money be- 
tween Gen. Newton and Lieut.-Col. McFarland. It 
was freely stated at one of the discussions in council 
at the Chamber of Commerce that Gen. Newton had 
stated to Senator Miller that a channel of 30 feet 
could be accomplished in three years for $3,000,000, 
and I referred to it, without a doubt of its correct- 
ness, as establishing an important inference that the 
pan had not been fully and finally settled if another 
‘had estimated $6,000,000 and six years for the work 
‘and plan he was talking about. Gen. Newton now 
‘calls on me for proof of that statement, and thereby 
intimates that there is no discrepaney be- 
tween his estimate of time and money _ re- 
quired and that of Lieut.-Col. McFarland. In 
the. letter written by the latter gentleman 
to Mr. Hewitt he said: “ At the best possible rate of 
work it will take five or six years to get this depth.” 
I have in my possession a letter written by Senator 
Miller, in which he says: “‘Gen. Newton assures me 
the work can be completed in three years.” Here, 
certainly, is discrepancy enough to excite the belief 
that they must be talking of different plans. Itis 
evident from Gen, Newton’s statement that he did 
not assert that in completing it in three years any 
less sum of money than the original estimate would 
be needed, and soamistake has arisen upon that 
‘point. My only object was to show that they did not 
agree as to the time required and cost, I certainly 

rove the former, and find myself misinformed as 

0 the latter. It is a matter of no consequence ex- 
cept as an indication in proof of my more important 
assertion that a well digested, matured, and complete 
ey of permanent improvement does not exist, or 

ad not been announced tothe public. Itis now 
brought forward and declared to be the one embodied 
in the document above named. Let us examine it. 

An appropriation of $200,000 for “ deepening Ged- 
ney’s Channel through Sandy Hook Bar” has been 
made in the River and Harbor bill of 1884. Lieut.- 
Col. G. L. Gillespie was placed in charge of that 
work and instructed to submit a project for the deep- 
ening to be accomplished. In the pursuance of his 
duties he submitted a “project for improvement.” 
He states: ‘‘ The act of July 5, 1884, makes a specific 
ee for the a Gedney’s Channel, 
and this project is, therefore, limited to that chan- 
nel.” (1.) He notes that “the entire ocean entrance 
on the shortest line between Sandy Hook and Coney 
Island is seven statute miles,” and that “the out- 
ward scour is just able to maintain a least depth of 
21 to 234: feet at low stage.’ He states, ‘A con- 
traction of this entrance of two miles by a construo- 
tion springing from Coney Island and rising to half 
tide over the wide shoal on that side would increase’ 
the ebb flow over the channels to the southward by 
training the ebb from the Narrows and would 
give the same velocity of currents to the 
entrance as_ before. rovided the average 
depth of the cross section was made 27 feet.” 
(2.) “ Average velocity of current, one mile per 
hour; duration, six hours; present average, 20 feet. 

‘This contraction would doubtless require the 
strengthening of Sandy Hook by a crown of riprap, 
extending from the western to the eastern shore, 
supplemented by jetties northward and anchored in 
deep water. Such work should be solidly made to re- 
sist the action of the sea, and would cost a sum’ 
much beyond the present appropriation. Before 
considering such a project it would be well to try 
the experiment of deepening the channel across the 
bar by dredging to see whether it would be self- 
maintaining, (citing examples of foreign work prov- 
ing successful.] Ifthe experiment fails here then 
“the composition and nature of all shoals should be 
determined by deep borings, the actions of the cur- 
rents definitely learned, and the method by contrac- 
tion studied.” (3.) Lieut.-Col. Gillespie then leaves 
this project entirely and goes on to submit a plan 
for present consideration, which is, briefly, ‘‘ to open 
,& channel through the single shoal lying across the 
western entrance to Gedney’s Channel between the 
30-foot curves.” He specifies the three modes by 
which this cut may be effected, viz., ‘‘ by dredging; 
by any other method providing for the raising of the, 
obstructing material and carrying it elsewhere to 
an assigned place of deposit, or by any well devel- 
oped plan of removal by artificial currents.” He 
says: “ I do not know that the cut once opened will 
be self-maintaining, but the present appropriation! 
being small it is wéll enough to experiment with it, , 
(and if the same prove moderately successful the use 
“of large sums for contraction by stone structures 
},Inay be avoided and the annual appropriation for: 
‘maintenance may be placed at comparatively low 
‘figures.” He also calls attention to a ‘“shoalin the- 
main channel, west of Flynn’s Shoal, which, al- 
though not so urgent as the former channel, yet 
{should be removed Simultaneously with the cut pre- 
' viously recommended.” He estimates for this addi- 
tional cutting a further. sum, at gs | according to 
\the depth contracied for. For both these cuts the 
aggregate varies from the total sum of $970,000 
for 30 feet at mean low water and 1,000 feet wide 
(channel down to $222,200 for 27 feet deep and 
{800 feet wide, to which sums from 30 to 50 per cent. 
vis to be added for “irregularities in cutting,” if the 
material is to be paid for as measured in scows. He 
‘concludes by ‘‘recommending that the available 
funds be applied so far as they will go toward open- 
ing the Thirty-foot Channel, and that Congress be 
{asked for an additional appropriation of $707,000” to 
complete the cut not only through Gedney’s Channel, 
but also for the main channel on the inside, or “ for 
application toward the commencement of permanent 
works of contraction, if such works be found neces- 
sary.’’ Lieut.-Col. Gillespie attaches a most valuable 
chart containing all his own sounding’s and accurate 
delineations of the shoals and channels. A most ad- 
mirable report, commending itself by its conserva- 
tism and caution to every mind. His report 
was “referred to the Board of Engineers 
\for Fortifications and for River and arbor 
I i etapa These gentlemen describe 
fully the character of the waters of the 
iharbor and its entrances and channels, they set 
forth the agencies which tend to diminish the navi-, 
gable depths through the bar at Sandy Hook, they 
also analyze more in detail the tidal flow, giving 
figures estimated as the volume thereof, and like- 
“wise of the “ land drainage water.’ En passant, , 
they note that “ifadike®* rising to half tide were 
) built running from Coney Island about south-south- 
} east toward Gedney’s Channel, fora length of five 
miles, the water cross section at Sandy Hook would: 
(thereb be reduced from 790,000 square feet to 
470,000 syuare feet, and the mean velocities would 
‘be nearly doubled;” but they add, “ It is not thought 
that so great a contraction as that will be necessa- 
ry to give depths of 30 feet. It is impossible to pre- 
dict precisely what contraction will be necessary to 
‘maintain a depth of 30 feet, but, from the depths at 
the Narrows, the board has littie doubt that this 
depth can be maintained notwithstanding the ob- 
structive agenCies active on the bar. In building such 
adikeit should at first certainly not be brought 
above low water, and perhaps not so high. While 
being lengthened its effects should be carefully 
watched; any important reduction in the tidal prism 
Inside being avoided by allowing the new channels : 
to fully develop, aiding ‘them by dredging if neces- 
sary, and the dikes should be carried no further than 
)may be found by experience to be required.’ “As 
, the increase of current would cut away the head of 
Sandy Hook it would haye to be protected. If after 
the construction ofthe dike the main interior chan- 
nels should remain as Ln now. are, the dredging 
through Flynn’s Shoal recommended by Col. Gilles- 
pie would form part of the plan,’ but as the latter 
would be valuable in any event, they “recommend 
dredging to that extent in advance of the completion 
- of the Thirty-foot Channel on the bar.” 

The board gives a brief consideration of another | 
plan, ease # a dike two and a half miles long run- 
‘ning from the southwest side of Gedney’s Channel, 
southwest or west-southwestto San ook. They 
object to it for various reasons, and while admittin 
that it would probably increase the depth of Ged- 
‘ney’s Channel, yet the “ result might be to open the 
East Channel, the ‘“ Fourteen-foot Channel, or the 
\Coney Island Channel. As it is important that

Now, I will not contend with Gen. Newton that I 
am fitted by education or experience to decide that 
any plan is absolutely well digested, well considered, 
and from serious objections. Scientitic engineers 
could easily discover many features not to be ob- 
served by me, nor would my common sense or busi- 
ness experience eo! me to be so unwise as to 
trust enton any impo t tter _— 

of 
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I took it for granted 


and recognize when a plan is unwise, not well con-: 

sidered, and contrary t the inveres of this Harbor,’ 

and such I respectfully but decided}y pronounce 
this project of permanent improvement be, for 
the following reasons: 

First—It cannot for a moment be seriously enter-, 
tained by the merchants of New-York. that a work 
shall even be begun which has for its declared object 
the closing of all the channels into this harbor but 
one, even though that one be increased to 30 feet 
depth and be self-maintaining. Hereis a perfect 
illustration of the scientific mind working upon one 
definite idea, and, although perhaps successfully 
sealing, with that problem, losing sight entirely of far 
weightier considerations. What business man can be 
found who tor a moment will contemplate with com- 
placency closing the magnificent entrance, now 
seven miles wide, toone of possibly less than three 
miles? How could we consent that three existing 
channels, used a tens of thousands of vessels ' 
every year, should be forever closed, and all 
vessels coming from the 
be obliged to go four 
south to enter, thus making eight miles additional 
pexieee* Think of the vastly increased risks of 
collision. Consider the increased volume and veloci- 
ty of tide, now so hard to be overcome by sailing ves- 
sels at certain times. It needs but a moment’s con- 
sideration to decide that far better let the entire bar 
and nature alone. and try to prevent the injuries by 
man than thus effect what is really not a necessity, 
but a measure of expediency, and therefore to be 
weighed against its effects upon the entire shipping 
community. While it is desirable to afford accommo- : 
dation to the grand steamers which ply to New-York 
it certainly should not be given at the expense of the 
“welfare of the multitude of our own native vessels. 

Second—Mark the cautious presentation of the 
matter by Col, Gillespie. He declares at the outset 
that he is confined in his consideration of the subject 
to one channel, viz., Gedney’s. Headvances views 
pased upon a dike of two miles in extent, and, fore- 
seeing possible evil results, foretells the protection 
the opposite shore, even with this con- 
traction. ® distinctly advised that even such a: 
limited euioet shall not be considered until the ex- 

eriment 0 eresaing. across the bar be first made to 

etermine whether it would be self-maintaining. He 
then advises still further measures before consider- 
ing the plan, viz., that if the experiment fails, then 
that more extensive surveys and examinations of the 
nature of the shoals and the actions of the currents 
be definitely learned, and even the method of con- 
traction studied. How admirable does this conserv- 
atism strike a business man, and how readily does 
confidence go out to him in consequence. .The board, 
however, deals with the difficulty more heroic- 
ally; they clearly are devising a plan to get “30 feet 
draught of water anda channel which will be self. 
maintaining” at any cost, either of time, en, or | 
sacrifice of all interests of the small vessels.. They | 
advise a dike, not less than four miles and possibly 
five, contemplating the further and _ additional clos- _ 
ing of all other existing channels. That there is no™ 
possible misrepresentation in this inference itis only 
necessary to refer to their comments upon the other 
plan of a dike from Sandy Hook northeast or east- 
northeast to the southwest side of Gedney’s Channel. 

The principal and apparently conclusive reason for 

rejecting this is stated to be because one of its oper- , 
ations may be to open the three other channels, (7.¢.,\; 
the “East,” “ Fourteen-Foot,” and ‘‘ Coney Island,’’)' 
and that it is important that but one channel should 
exist over the bar, so that deep water can be main- 
tained. It cannot be supposed that the board as a 
body had any additional information with which to 
‘deliberate beyond that possessed and_ acquired by 
Col. Gillespie, and the ill effects deemed possible by 
him were suflicient in his judgment to influence him - 
in advising that the project, of which the board’s is 
an amplification, should not be considered at all un- 
tilthe tentative work had given results, and the 
whole mass of information ee to an intelli-’, 
a ad of the problem had been previously ° 
acquired. 

This is precisely what has been repeatedly-urged’ 
by the Chamber of Commerce in various ways, and at’ 
its instance a sum of $50,000 was placed at the dis- 

. posal of the Secretary of War to be spent by him in 
‘Retermining the best plan, out of the $150,000 rec- + 
ommended by the House of Representatives in its, 
first River and Harbor bill. But with the increase 
of $750,000 the whole matter is placcd so freely at ‘ 
the discretion of the Secretary of War that it may be}, 
confidently expected he will adopt this very neces- , 
sary condition precedent at once, and not await the 
results of any tentative measures, but have fully 
ascertained and recorded absolute knowledge of the 
shoals, the tides, the volume and force of the waters 
aiding in the outward scour, and their present pre-. 
cise direction and operation, before spending a con- 
siderable sum in a direction that may afterward be 
found useless. 

Let the public judge whether I have been .mis- 
taken in stating that there is not as yet any well 
considered plan fixed on.

SOUTH OAROLINA OROPS. 

CotumsiA, 8. C., Aug. 10.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has received 257 special 
reports, covering every County in the State, on 
the condition of the crops, and furnishes the fol- 
lowing summary: The reports ofthe cotton crop 
with few exceptions are unfavorable. The cor- 
respondents generally concur in the opinion that 
a larger yield than is now anffcipated will be 
realized if the Kallis late. The condition on the 
1st of August is in Upper Carolina 62, Middle 
Carolina 66, Lower Carolina 73; average for 
the State, 67, which is lower than it 
has been at any time since the war. Corn in 
many places on bottoms was totally destroyed 
by the Spring floods, and only a part of these 
was replanted. The condition is reported in Up- 
per Carolina at 65; Middle Carolina, 74; Lower 
Carolina, $3; average for the State, 74. The 
condition of the rice crop is generally favorable, 
except where it has been injured by the freshets. 
One-half the crop is estimated as destroyed. In 
Georgetown the condition is reported at 84. 
Other crops as follows: Sorghum, 85; sugar 
cane, 89; peas, 80; Irish potatoes, 91, and 
sweet potatoes, 91. :

to the statistician’s explanation of his 
methods, a crop of about 135,000,000 bush- 
els, or a total crop—Winter and Spring— 
of about 430,000,000 bushels. With 
75,000,000 bushels more than was harvested 
last year we shall have wheat enough, even 
if the reported loss of 10 per cent. in Europe 
should notably increase the export demand. 

CUTTING’S appeal “as a citizen of the 
State of Texas” to the Governor of that 
State for protection against a foreign State 
will do no harm unless the Governor at- 
tempts to respond to it. Gov. IRELAND ap- 
pears, however, on evidence furnished by 
himself, to be a flighty and irresponsible 
kind of magistrate. It might be well 
for the State Department to point out to 
him that the power to declare war is not 
vested by the Constitution in the Govern- 
ors of States, but is expressly withheld from 
them. Gov. IRELAND’s foolish talk has had 
its effect upon the floating population of the 
Sonthwest, which necessarily bears a larger 
proportion to the whole than in more set- 
tled regions. The one thousand men prom- 
ised him from Arizona, the four hundred 
from New-Mexico, and the “‘cowboy cav- 
alry battalion” from Kansas are not like- 
ly to be all men in buckram, and the 
sooner Gov. IRELAND shows some sense of 
responsibility the sooner will the efferves- 
cence of these belligerent persons subside. 
The fire-eaters of Arizona and New-Mexico 
might profitably work off their combative- 
ness by volunteering for service against the 
Apaches in their own Territories. Gen. 
MILES would no doubt be permitted, on a 
proper application, to avail himself of their 
aid.

The meeting of the Emperors at Gastein 
is probably devoid of special significance. 
No problem is now apparent in the politics 
of Europe whose determination, so far as 
Germany and Austria are concerned, might 
not be safely left to the ordinary diplomatic 
channels, instead of requiring a resort to 
personal interviews. The simultaneous vis- 
its of old Emperor WILLIAM and of Emperor 
FRANCIS JOSEPH at Summer resorts have in 
fact been so numerous of late years as no 
longer to excite the wonder of the quid- 
nunes. It is true that last Autumn brought 
a revolution in Roumelia which was at first 
supposed to be connected with one of the 
previous Summer’s interviews of Emperors, 
but this theory was quickly shown to be 
false. The one element safe to rely on in 
the present state of Europe is that the pol- 
icy of Germany, so long as the aged Em- 
peror lives, will be peace; and in this policy 
Austria seems willing to join. In that view 
the present meeting of the two Emperors, 
though mainly personal in character, may 


possibly be looked at as a token of contin-, 


ued satisfaction with the peace policy. 








THE SQUIRE-FLYNN CONSPIR- 
ACY. 

The defense of SQUIRE was foreshadowed 
in the evidence of Mr. Ivins. He testified 
that Mr. FLYNN told him that after the re- 
moval of D. LOwBER SMITH from the office 
of Deputy Commissioner of Public Works, 
when there was danger that the agree- 
ment of Dec. 26 would be used against 
SQuIRE, the latter had concocted a defense. 
The purport of it was that after consulting 
with Judge GILDERSLEEVE, and before his 
appointment had been made, SqurRE had 
come to FLYNN and demanded back the 
letter that it might be destroyed. ‘‘ Now,” 
said FLYNN, “this is not true,” 
and*then he proceeded to state what 
did {take place in January, after 
the appointment had been made, when 
FLYNN made SQUIRE believe that he had 
burned the letter. Sure enough, SQUIRE’s 
defense, as he made it yesterday before the 
Mayor, tallied precisely with the plan as 
first conceived. According to FLYNN’s story 
he himself pretended to throw the letter 


into the fire, but really destroyed a different : 


paper. Squrre says that he obtained the 
letter from FLYNN, and after glancing over 
it, burned it himself over acuspidor. Is it 
probable that he would not recognize his 
own handwriting and could be deceived by 
such a shallow trick as that; and isit prob- 
able that FLYNN would try to deceive him in 
such a clumsy way ? 

SquiReE’s story of the writing of the letter 
is altogether different from that of THOomp- 
SON and FLYNN as related by Mr. Ivins. 


He says that it was written at the dictation » 
not of FLYNN, but of THOMPSON, and that 


the former was annoyed at it and said that 
he had done a very foolish thing and prom- 
ised to get the letter for him. S@QuIRE’s 
whole scheme of defense seems to be to 
throw the whole blame and all the iniquity 
upon THOMPSON, who is dead, counting 


on FLYNN to support him now that 


he is in like peril with him- 
self. But his statements are all 
against the probabilities of the case. The 
letter is addressed to FLYNN, who through- 
out all the contention that followed treated 
it as a bargain with him which he expected 
SqurIRE to keep, and the violation of which 
he regarded as an act of bad faith, and asa 
reason for trying to get SQUIRE out of office. 
There is one apparently slight but very sig- 
nificant point in the testimony which tends 
to show that SQuIRE’s whole story is con- 
cocted for the purposes of a desperate de- 
fense. Hesays that THoMPsoN first dated the 
letter Dec. 25, and then bethinking him 
that that was a legal holiday, (great differ- 
ence it would have made!) changed it to the 
26th. Mr. Ivins testified that THomPpson 
told him that the letter was first dated Dec. 
27, and was corrected because that was an 
error. Any one who will look at the fac sim- 
ile of the letter as lately published will 
plainly see that the correction was from the 
27th to the 26th. This is one of those small 
details of circumstantial evidence which 
have an overwhelming effect in overthrow- 
ing fictitious testimony. From this the cred- 
ibility of SqurRe’s whole statement may be 
judged. 

That Squrre’s entire testimony before the 
Mayor was deliberately concocted to serve 
the purpose of a defense is evident from this 
and many other details. It does not fit the 


long series of facts which were got together

by Mr. Ivins in his ingenious efforts to obtain 


the one piece of evidence that he believed 
would be effective in securing SQuIRE’s re- 
moval from office. This series of facts 
fits exactly .the theory that a cor- 
rupt bargain was made by SqQuIRE 
with FLynn, the purpose of which was 
to secure the confirmation of the former 
as Commissioner of Public Works and to 
give the latter control of the office. With- 
out this there is no explanation of the dis- 
satisfaction of THOMPSON and FLYNN and 
their efforts to displace SquirE. In trying 
to explain his letter of resignation on other 
grounds than those of the compact SQUIRE 
accuses himself of another offense—that of 
promising to resign on condition that 
THOMPSON should be appointed as hié suc- 
cessor. This, if true, would constitute a 
misdemeanor in itself. 

The proceedings before the Mayor were 
interrupted yesterday by the still more im- 
portant proceedings in the Grand Jury 
room. Both SquIRE and FLYNN were in- 
dicted and placed under arrest on a charge 
of corrupt conspiracy. This charge is very 
plainly set forth under two principal 
heads. In the first place it is charged that 
SQUIRE and FLYNN did conspire with 
one HUBERT ©. THOMPSON to secure 
SQUIRE’s appointment to the office 
of Commissioner of Public Works, in 
consideration of which a “ gratuity 
and reward”. was offered to FLYNN, to wit, 
the privilege of directing the transaction 
of the business of the office and of con- 
trolling the appointment and removal af 
subordinates. This is a misdemeanor under 
section 53 of the Penal Code. In the sec- 
ond place it is charged that SquIRE and 
FLYNN did conspire with one HuBERT O. 
THOMPSON to give to FLYNN the privilege 
of directing the business of the office of 
Commissioner of Public Works and con- 
trolling appointments and removals therein 
on consideration that the appointment to 
the office should be secured for Squire. 
This is a misdemeanor under section 54 of 
the Penal Code. 

The public will expect prompt and expe- 
ditious action on the part of the District 
Attorney in bringing this case to trial. He 
is not involved in any political bargain, as 
the Governor of this State plainly is, the 
carrying out of which requires the retention 
of Mr. SQuIRE in the office he now holds 
and from which he should be speedily re- 
moved. The Governor may be wrong- 
headed and shortsighted enough to place 
narrow political designs and corrupt under- 
standings above the good of the public serv- 
ice of this city, above the requirements of 
public decency, and above the demands of an 
outraged public sentiment. If he is capable 
of this he will have to accept the responsi- 
bility and the consequences. But the prose- 
cuting officer and the criminal courts of this 
county may be looked to for an honest and 
vigorous performance of their duties and a 
vindication of the power of this community 
to deal with its own malefactors. 


THE OITY UNJUSTLY TAXED. 

Our Tax Commissioners are still urging 
the State Assessors to deal justly with this 
city. The Assessors know that if they yield 
to the conclusive arguments of the Com- 
missioners they will by so yielding admit 
that their own work. in the past was badly 
and unfairly done. It is probable, too, that 
they are impelled now by the same motives 
that have caused them heretofore to reduce 
the taxes of many counties in the State at 
the expense of this city. For these reasons, 
and because of the peculiar course taken by 
the Assessors when they were here a few 
weeks ago, it does not seem probable that 
the city will obtain justice now. 

When the Commissioners appealed to the 
Assessors on the 14th ult., and showed once 
more how favoritism had lifted burdens 
from rural counties and placed them upon 
the taxpayers of this city, the gentlemen 
from Cattaraugus, Jefferson, and Dutchess 
declared that they had procured from some- 
body in this city estimates which were 
higher than the valuations which the Com- 
missioners had submitted, but these gentle- 
men declined to give the name of the man 
whose opinion as to the value of real 
estate here they had accepted as more 
trustworthy than thesworn statements of 
our city authorities. They did, however, 
produce a list of sales said to have been 
made. President COLEMAN, of the De- 
partment of Taxes, shows, in a letter 
which we publish to-day, how worth- 
less that list is. Nearly one-third of 
the pieces of property alleged to have 
‘been sold cannot be located by. the 
numbers furnished by the gentlemen from 
Cattaraugus, Jefferson, and Dutchess. In 
many cases the sums affixed are the ficti- 
tious values named by builders and specu- 
lators for speculative purposes. Moreover, 
there is on the list property which has not 
been sold for years. On the other hand, the : 
Commissioners send to the Assessors a list 
that tells the truth. It names more than 
800 pieces of property that really were sold ; 
in 1885 and that have been assessed by the 
Commissioners at from 70 to 90 per cent. of | 
their value. This list is sworn to, but the, 
Assessors will probably prefer the sham list.

State taxes will be apportioned on the old 
plan of cutting down the values locally: 
assessed in other parts of the State, and 
raising by alarge percentage the values ot 
property fixed by local Assessors in this city. 
It isan old story—this outrageously un- 
just treatment of New-York City in the mat- 
ter of State taxes. The city pays one-half of 
the entire State tax, and for twenty years 
has not been allowed 10 have a representa- 
tive in the Board of State Assessors. Year 
after year the Assessors, mainly taken from 
the rural districts, have scaled down the 
valuations fixed by local Assessors in their 
own and other rural counties, and in cool 
defiance of facts and justice have arbitrarily 
raised the valuations fixed here. They have 
said to the rural counties: ‘‘ Your valua- 
tions are too high,” and to the Assessors of 
New-York City, “your valuations are too 
low,” and they have refused either to make 
@ proper investigation concerning our As- 
sessors’ work or to give weight to the proof 
which showed how the city was plundered. 
In thirteen counties outside of this city 
the State Assessors and the State Board of 
Equalization reduced the local valuations by 





$129,050,184 in 1883, andat the same time 


they added $103,752,510 to the local val- 
uation of New-York County. In1884 these 
thirteen counties were favored by a reduc- 
tion of $123,488,278, and this city suffered 
an addition of $113,919,639. In 1885 the 
reduction in the thirteen counties—includ- 
ing Cattaraugus and Jefferson, each of which 
has a State Assessor—was $113,842,267, and 
to make up for it this city was forced, in 
violation of all principles of justice, to bear 
the additional burden of $112,148,890. In 
1882 the local valuation of Cattaraugus, 
Assessor Woon’s county, was $19,915,855, 
or 60 per cent. of the full value. The State 
Assessors lopped off $7,966,342, leaving the 
valuation for State taxes only 36 per cent., 
while the valuation in this city was 74 per 
cent. It was shown last year that the val- 
uation for State taxes in 21 counties ranged 
from 27 to 50 per cent., while in this city it 
did not fall below 74 per cent. Toa valu- 
ation of 74 per cent. in 1882 the State As- 
sessors added $126,829,508, making the 
city’s valuation for State tax 84.75 per 
cent. of the actual value of its real estate. 

While the State Assessors unjustly exact 
so large a proportion of the State tax from 
this city, legislators from the counties that 
are favored at the city’s expense enact laws 
that increase the burdens which we carry— 
laws which compel the expenditure of the 
city’s money upon projects that a majority 
of our taxpayers would not approve. The 
city of New-York will have justice by and 
by, so far as these things are concerned, but 
it will suffer serious losses before its de- 
mands shall compel justice to be granted. 

THE WORK OF MR. IVINS.” 

The way in which Mr. Ivins has made the 
removal of SQUIRE inevitable, if the Gov- 
ernor does his duty, does not suit the Trib- 
une. Itis possible that it does not suit the 
Gevernor any better. It plainly does not at 
all suit Mr. SqgurrE. The evidence of this 
general disgruntlement in those quarters 
is the peevish attempt at criticism of 
Mr. Ivurys’s course in the Tribune, 
which, curiously enough, was made 
on the same day and in much the 
same way in the Sun andin the World. 
It would be very agreeable to SQUIRE, and 
it would not be displeasing, perhaps, to Mr. 
Hutt, if public attention could be diverted 
from the facts as they stand to the facts 
as the Tribune pretends they ought to have 
been. There are very few men who when 
caught in a disgraceful predicament would 
not be glad to see the man who caught 
them denounced and pursued as the real 
culprit. 

It is a queer way, however, to discourage 
scoundrels to raise an outcry on those who 
detect and expose them, and, on the whole, 
itis not avery shrewd way. The common 
sense of the public sees through it. Mr. 
Ivins has done a great public service, and 
he has performed it with sagacity and in 
good faith. Atno pointin his intercourse 
with FLYNN or THOMPSON did he in any 
way give them the slightest hope of aidin 
escaping the consequences of their acts, but, 
without doing this, he succeeded in 
securing the evidence of the infamous 
contract between SQUIRE and FLYNN 
which has brought them into the hands 
of the police. The City Chamberlain 
can very well afford to disregard the at- 
tacks made upon him. But there is one 
man who cannot afford to disregard the re- 
sult of Mr. Iv1ns’s labors. That man is Gov. 
Hitt. It would be fatal for him to appear 
to misunderstand his duty in the premises. 
There are friends of the exposed and dis- 
graced Commissioner who rest in security 
that he will even yet be screened by the 
Governor. It would be a serious matter for 
the Governor to give any ground for even 
the suspicion that these men have any rea- 
son for their confidence. 











MR. HEDDEN’S SWAN SONG. 

We cannot even say of Mr. HEDDEN that 
nothing in his Collectorship became him 
like the leaving it. His statement of how 
he comes to get out of his office would in 
any case be much less interesting than his 
statement of how he came to be got 
‘into it. That really needed an _ ex- 
planation, which Mr. HEDDEN may or 
may not be able to give. All roads in 
the national as well as in the local 
politics of this city seem to lead to the late 
HvusBertT O. THompson and the living 
MAURICE B. Frynn. Mr. HEDDEN is not 
perhaps a Squire except in the amusing ir- 





relevancy of his faculties to his functions, , 


in which he bears a strong resemblance to 
the Commissioner of Public Works at pres- 
ent under indictment. But President 
CLEVELAND is most certainly not an Edson, 
and what it would be interesting to have 
Mr. HEDDEN or somebody else explain is 
the trickery that was adopted to persuade 
the President that Mr. HEDDEN, instead of 
being merely Mr. THOMPSON'S man, was the 
choice of the commercial community for the 
‘Collectorship. If Mr. HEDDEN could tell us 
who visited the President on this errand, or 
Ywho wrote to himin order to achieve this 
iresult, the information might be useful as 
‘well as interesting. 

On the other hand, it is of no public in- 
terest how Mr. HEDDEN came to leave the 
.Collectorship. The general relief that he is 
actually out is such that the public would 
gladly excuse any informalities in his 
exit. Nevertheless, Mr. HEDDEN, who has 
nothing to say upon the question upon 
which the public would like to hear from 
him, and.which clamors for explana- 
tion, is profuse of explanation upon the 
question in regard to which an explana- 
tion is entirely unnecessary. And he has 
succeeded in making almost as unfortunate 
amess of his resignation as he did of his 
Collectorship. 

It is not that he does not state the reasons 
of his retirement with frankness. We are 
persuaded that his letter accurately reflects 
the condition of his own mind and in point 
of candor leaves absolutely nothing to be 
desired. Unfortunately for him it reveals 
with precision the reasons why he could 
not administer the Collectorship to 
the satisfaction of the public or 
of the Administration. “It seemed,” 
he says, “that the popular vote which 
brought in a Democratic Administra- 
tion * * ® required that the busi- 
ness of this important office should be 
conducted by Democrats whenever ap- 
wointees af that political faith could be ob-

leave the surface of the 
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tained better qualified to serve the public 
than incompetent incumbents. I have acted 
uniformly upon this principle, while at the 
same time I have adhered to the spirit and 
civil service law.” 
This has been My. HEppDEN’s trouble. 
The “popular vote” seemed to him to re- 
quire that “the political faith” of candi- 
dates for appointment in the Custom House 
should be considered, and the civil service 
law most distinctly required that it should 
not be considered. The effort to advance 
in two diametrically opposite directions at 
the same time has been too much for Mr. 
HEDDEN, as it would be too much for 
anybody else. The strain seems to 
have been too much for his logical 
powers. Otherwise he would not assert that 
his Collectorship had been marked by 
fidelity to two interests flatly opposed to 
each other—the interest of the. spoilsmen 
and the interest of the public, protected 
by the law. Neither would he complain 
that his efforts to get Democrats as 
Democrats into offices, while adhering 
to the spirit and the letter of the 
law which forbade him to do s0, 
had been the “source” of ‘persistent mis- 
representation and: hostile attacks” from 
journals which otherwise had supported 
the Administration. When Mr. HEDDEN 
admits that he has been trying to smuggle 
partisan workers past the barrier set up by 


‘the law he fully vindicates the journals of 


which he unreasonably complains, and 
shows that what he calls their “‘ persistent 
misrepresentation” of him has been merely 
a persistent exposure of his practices 
and purposes. These journals have nothing 
to reproach themselves with; on the con- 
trary, they have much to congratulate 
themselves upon—if, as he declares, they 
have succeeded in detaching him from the 
Custom House and enabling him to consider 
as a private citizen what the popular vote 
seems to require without reference to the 
obligations imposed by law upon the Col- 
lector of the Port. 








Now that’'Mr. TrLpEen is dead it seems 
stranger than ever that he lived to be 73 years of 
age without taking a wife. Many men, of course, 
are bachelors from choice, but it appears accord- 
ing to the gossips that Mr. TILDEN wanted to 
get married very much many times during his 
career.

In his later years, 
when he had gained a national reputation, the 
number of ladies to whom Mr. TILDEN paid his 
court with a view to matrimony, according to 
report, was very large. We do not remember 
any other prominent man who had so bad luck 
in this direction, if the reports are alltruc. It 
is the more remarkable, because from the very 
outset of his career he was a successful advo- 
cate, and bid fair to accumulate a large fortune. 
The woman who married him would have se- 
cured an enviable social position and plenty of 
money to sustain it, and it is needless to dwell 
upon the influence such things have with wom- 
en. On the whole we are inclined to believe Mr. 
TILDEN was a bachelor from choice, and that he 
never very seriously contemplated matrimony. 
Some of the stories told about his efforts to got a 
wife are unquestionably downright falsehoods. 
Others may be founded upon traditions of inde- 
finable origin cherished in certain circles. If Mr. 
TILDEN had really wanted a wife he would have 
found one just suited to him without much 
trouble. One of the things we have to be thank- 
ful for is that good women are not scarce.

REPUBLICAN STATE - COMMITTEEMEN 
NEARLY ALL OPPOSED TO ONE. 

There won’t be any convention of the Re- 
publican Party this Fallif the sentiment preva- 
lent about the Gilsey House last night may be 
accepted as any indication of what the commit- 
tee will do at its meeting to-day. Only afew 
members of the committee reported at the Gil- 
sey House, but these few had heard from others, 
and it was their opinion that if a full committee 
meeting should be held to-day, from 20 to 25 of 


the 34 committeemen would vote against a con- 
vention. 

Those who appeared at the hotel last night 
were Capt. Chester 8. Cole, Chairman of the 
committee; Charles W. Hackett, Chairman of its 
Executive Committee; John W. Vrooman, Sec- 
retary of the committee; Cornelius Van Cott, of 
this city; Martin A. Knapp, of Syracuse, proxy 
for James J. Belden; John Kellogg, of Amster- 
dam; Francis Marvin, of Port Jervis, proxy for 
oO. P. Howell; Samuel C. Taber, of El- 
mira, proxy for. Col. Archie Baxter, 
and M. Dady, of Brooklyn. With the 
exception of Mr. Dady, not a single one of 
these gentlemen favored the holding of acon- 
vention. Mr. Dady said: ‘‘I think the Repub- 
lican Party is strong cnough and well enough 
able to get together and take a stand on this 
liquor question. The law-abiding people in this 
community are in the majority, and I believe 
they would indorse the efforts of the Republican 
Party to repress the rum traffic, which in m 
judgment is epenenge great evil in Brooklyn.” 

Ex-Marshal Louis F. Payn dropped into the 
hotel ‘‘on purpose to have a quarrel with any 
idiot who favors a convention.” Finding no- 
body with whom to quarrel, he scttled dowu upon 
one of the cushions, and in highly embellished 
language recited reasons against holdin 
any gathering of Republicans. “This isn’ 
a year,” ho said, ‘which will call your 
active men to a State convention. The 
result is that Tom, Dick, and Harry, who have 
been pining to go to a convention all their lives, 
will be allowed to go. Andafter they get there 
they will be so elated with their success that 
they’re liable to resolve on all sorts of 
subjects. Who is to hold such idiots if 
they get loose? Why, the Republican 
Party has got to be responsible for 
their acts no matter what they may be. And 
this isn’t a good time to be responsible for the 
acts of any save sober, intelligent, and reason- 
ing delegates.

A SHARP CONTEST EXPECTED OVER 

THE GUBERNATORIAL NOMINATION. 

GALVESTON, Aug. 10.—The State Demo- 
cratic Convention assembled here at noon to- 
day for the purpose of nominating a State ticket. 
Chairman Barry, of the State Executive Com- 
mittee, called the convention to order. After 
prayer Chairman Barry congratulated the con- 
vention on the triumph of the Democracy, ex- 
tolled the wisdom and patriotism of Presi- 


dent Cleveland, and counseled moderation. 
Nominations for temporary Chairman were 
then declared in order, resulting in the 
selection of the Hon. Thomas Bonner, of Tyler. 
Mr. Bonner congratulated the Democracy of 
Texas on the triumph of the party in the na- 
tional election. He extolled the “ wise and pa- 
triotic’” administration of President Cleveland, 
and called attention to the many economic re- 
forms which, he said, had already been estab- 
lished under the present Administration. The 
speaker counseled the delegates to observe mod- 
eration in their deliberations, and cautioned 
them against nominating any man on the State 
ticket against whom there was a breath of sus- 
picion or whose Democracy could not bear the 
party test. At the conclusion of his address he 
was loudly cheered. A temporary Secretary and 
Sergeant-at-Arms were then elected. 

The convention then proceeded to the selection 
of Committees on Credentials, Permanent Or- 
ganization, and Platform, consisting of one dele- 
gate from each Senatorial district. This occa- 
sioned a sharp debate, as there are several 
contested delegations, who held that the right of 
representation of these delegations should be 
first determined before the convention proceeded 
to select Committees on Permanent Organization 
and Platform. After much wrangling the com- 
mittees were appointed, and the convention ad- 
journed until 9 A. M. to-morrow, to give time 
for the committees to prepare their reports. 

The prominent candidates before the conven- 
tion are Gen. Ross, of Waco; Col. William J. 
Swain, the present State Controller; ex-Lieut.- 
Gov. Marion Martin, who represents the farmer 
and prohibition element; Col. R. J. Bracken- 
ridge, of Austin, and the Hon. D. C. Giddings, of 
Brenham. It is simply a question of State issues 
which divides these men, and the antago- 
nism on these issues has. been so. sharp 
drawn that it is quite probable a “dar 
horse” will be sprung upon the convention 
and nominated. To-day’s. balloting clearly 
demonstrated that Ross the largest 
individual strength, and that the united Oppo- 
sition combined in defeating his nominee for 
angers Chairman. Everything indicates that 
this will become the most exciting convention 
ever held in Texas, as factional antagonism was 
strongly developed in the proceedings to-day. 
As foreshadowed in the remarks of Chairman 
Bonner, the convention will gtve an emphatic 
expression of its condemnation of Mexico's treat- 
ment of American citizens and strongly recom- 
mend more vigorous measures on the part of the 
National Government.

he declared to-day that he would not per- 

mit his name to be used in the con- 
vention. The Hon. Benton MeMillin, member 
of Congress from the Fourth District, is men- 
tioned to-night in connection with the nomina- 
tion should certain contingencies arise. He is 
uite popular, but it is thought by the best in- 
ormed delegates that it will not be necessary to 
outside of the seven men who are now con- 
nding forthe honor. Col. Taylor, of the num- 
ber, is not here.

As before many delegates boited, and as 
the votes of several counties were cast by one or 
two men the nomination can scarcely be called 
advantageous to McConnell. The result inten- 
sified the feeling of the Taylor men and they re- 
doubled their exertions. 

Itis more than probable that a fight will be 
made to keep the convention from declaring in 
favor of the submission to a ar semen vote of the 
proposed constitutional amendment prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of liquor, from indors- 
ing the Blair Educational bill, or favoring the pro- 
tective tariff idea.

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GEN. MEADE’S TESTIMONY 


HIS OPINION OF SICKLESS 
ACTS AT GETTYSBURG. 
#HE LATTER HELD RESPONSIBLE FOR 
CRIPPLING THE ARMY-—A LETTER 

WRITTEN 16 YEARS AGO. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 10.--The following 
fetter, hitherto unpublished, written by Gen. 
George G. Meade, commander of the Army of the 
Potomac, in relation to his victory at Gettys- 
purg, and which, with comments by Col. -Bene- 
dict, of Burlington, Vt., will be published in the 
Philadelphia Weekly Press series of war articles 
to-morrow, is an important chapterin the con- 
troversy concerning Gen. Sickles’s conduct in 
the battle, carried on in that journal by Gen. 
Lafayette McLaws, Gen. Sickles, and Col. Biddle, 
of Gen. Meade’s staff. Gen. Meade’s letter holds 
Gen. Sickles responsible for crippling the Army 
of the Potomac; gives evidence of Gen. Ewell 
(Confederate) in support of the wisdom of the 
sometimes misconstrued Pipe Creek order, and 
explains why. Gen.’ Butterfield, Gen. Hooker's 
chief of staff, happened to be retained tempo- 
rarily by Gen. Meade.

G. G. Benedict, Burlington, Vt.: 

DEAR Str: Iamin receipt of your letter of 
the 13th inst., as also the copies of the Free Press, 
with editorials and comments on the address of 
Col. Grout before the Officers’ Society and Legis- 
lature of the State. I have carefully read your 
articles, and feel personally under great obliga- 
ions to you for the clear and conclusive manner 
in which you have vindicated the truth of his- 
tory. I find nothing to correct in your state- 
ment except a fact you mention, which is a mis- 
apprehension. 

I did not invite Gen. Humphreys to be my 
chief of staff till after the battle, because I did 
not see him after assuming command till I met 
him on the field, and besides I relied on him 
as a mainstay in handling the Third Corps, and 
did not wish to withdraw him from that posi- 
tion. Idid ask Gen. Williams to assume the du- 
ties in addition to those of Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, but he declined. I also asked Gen. 
Warren, then my chief of engineers, to act 
rarily as chief of staff, but he also 
declined taking on himself additional duties. 
Under these circumstances I asked .Gen. But- 
terfield to remain till I had time to make perma- 
nent arrangements. On the third day Gen. But- 
tertield, having been disabled by being struck 
with a fragment of a spent shell, left the army, 
and a few days afterward. Gen. Humphreys 
accepted my invitation. My defense against the 
charges and insinuations of Gens. Sickles and 
Butterfield is to be found in my testimony before 
the Committee on the Conduct of the War. 

I have avoided any controversy with either of 
these officers, though both have allowed no 
opportunity to pass unimproved, which per- 
mitted them to circulate their ex-parte state- 
ments, and as you justly say to distort history 
for their purposes. Both perfectly understand 
what I meant by my ante-battle order, referring 
to Pipe Clay Creek; also my instructions to But-

Now, when I wrote my report of the battle I 
honestly believed Gen. Sickles did not Know 
where I wished him to go,and that his error 
arose from a misapprehension of my orders, but 
Ihave recently learned from Gen. Geory. who 
had the day before been sent by Hancock to hold 
the left, and who in doing so had seen the great 
importance of Round Top, and posted a brigade on 
it, that onthe morning of the second, when he re- 
ceived my order, that he would be relieved by 
the Third Corps, and on being relieved he would 
rejoin his own corps (Twelfth) on the right. 

er waiting some time to be relieved he sent to 
Gen. Sickles a staff officer with instructions to 
—_e the position and its importance, and to 
ask if troops could not be sent torelieve him; 
that Gen. Sickles would send one of his staff to see 
the ground and to place troops there on théir ar- 
rival. He received for reply that Gen. Sickles 
would attend to it in due time. No officer or 
troops came, and after waiting till his patience 
was exhausted Gen. Geary withdrew and re- 
joined his corps. 

Now, my first orders to Gen. Sickles were to 
relieve the Twelfth Corps division (Geary’s) and 
occupy their ition. Here is evidence that he 
knew the position occupied | Geary’s division, 
or could have known, and yet failed to occup 
it. Furthermore, when he came ta my head- 
quarters at about noon, and said hedid not know 
where to fo, I answered: ‘‘ Why, you were to re- 
lieve the elfth Corps.” He sai 
postion: they were massed, awaiting events. 

hen it was I told him his right was to be 
Hancock’s left, his left on Round Top, which 
I — out. Now his right was three-quarters 
of a mile in front of Hancock's left, and his left 
one-quarter of a mile in front of the base of 
Round Top, leaving that key point apepoumens, 
which ought to have been occupied by ne 
street before we could get there with the Fift 
Corps.

These losses of the first and third day affected 
greatly the efficiency and morale of the army, 
and prevented my having the audacity in the 
offense that I might otherwise have had. If this 
is an advantage—to be so crippled in battle 
without attaining any object—I must confess I 
cannct see it. 

Pardon my writing with so much prolixity, but 
ote generous defense and the clear view you 

ave taken of the battle have led me to wander

CAPT. TRATT VERY ANGRY. 


HE ACCUSES THE CAPTAIN OF THE 


CEPHALONIA OF DISCOURTESY. 

Boston, Aug. 10.—Capt, W. H. Traut, of 
the steamship Venetian, is a very angry man. 
The Cephalonia passed the Werra in tow of 
the Venetian at sea, paying no attention to the 
signals displayed. The matter has caused some 
hard feeling, but the Captain of the Cephalonia. 
‘in a letter to the press, stated that the signals 
were not distinguished and made several state- 
ments that aroused the ire of Capt. Traut. The 
latter in a letter to the Post, says: 


“We had during the afternoon of Thursday. 5th 
inst., been keepinga sharp look out for the R. M.S. 
Cephalonia, and about 9 P. M. she was reported 
to me on our starboard quarter, overhauling 
us with her’ usual great speed. When 
at a convenient distance, I ordered our usual night 
signal to be displayed—three red lights in succes- 
sion. Our lights were good, and being long 
winded, took some time to complete the evo- 
lution, and fully 10 minutes elapsed before the 
Werra displayed her signals—two blue, changing to 
red—and fully another 10 minutes elapsed before she 
displayed her second set. I ordered another set 
to be displayed at the samo time in 
order to assist the Cephalonia to distinguish 
that it was two steamers, one the Leyland Line, the 
other the North German Lloyds. Had they been al- 
ternate it might have been confusing, taking them 
as one steamer. The Werra, finding this was not 
responded to, displayed the third set, the Cephalonia 
being abeam three miles distant,and we did the 
same. So far as I understand the matter it 
was not a question of assistance being required, 
that being already ably erformed by the 
Venetian to the satisfaction of the Captain and pas- 
sengers of the Werra, but merely an act of courtesy 
to answer our signals and report in Boston 
in the usual way, to ease the minds of 
anxious friends of passengers and merchants 


\of two overdue steamers. I cannot help expressing 


my astonishment that, from information received, 
the fact was well known to the sailors of the Ceph- 
alonia that one was a Leyland liner. The white light 
complained of was our guiding light at the peak Yor 
‘Werra’s steering.”

SHE LEADS THE FLEET FROM NEW- 
BEDFORD TO THE VINEYARD. 

CoTTaGE City, Mass., Aug. 10.—At 8/30 
this morning the Royal Northern Yacht Club, of 
which Lieut. Henn is a member, was saluted by 
the New-York fleet at New-Bedford. The flag 
was hoisted on the Electra and a salute was 
fired. At 9 A. M. Commodore Gerry paid 
his respects to the Galatea. The yachts 
began making sail, and at 9:15 the fleet pro- 
ceeded down New-Bedford Harbor. The Fortuna 
was first out, followed by the Atlantic anda gen- 
eral movement of the fleet. There was a light 


breeze from the southwest. At 9:45 they 
made sail for Vineyard Haven, and at 10:25 the 
Electra steamed out with the Galatea 
in tow. In coming out the Wanderer 
grounded on Palmer’s Island, but afterward 
floated and joined the rest of the yachts.

The Electra, the flagship, was the 
centre of attraction to yachtsmen, as Com- 
modore Gerry gave a reception on board 
to the members of the club and their 
guests in honor of Lieut. and Mrs. .Henn.

WISCONSIN FOREST FIRES. 


MUCH PROPERTY DESTROYED AND MANY 
FAMILIES MADE HOMELESS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 10.—Slight show- 
ers in the region of the burning forests have 
deadened the flames to-day and prevented, at least 
temporarily, the otherwise inevitable destruc- 
tion of several large towns. Hundreds of acres 
of pine lands have been burned and large tracts 
of grain and cranberries ruined. Along the lake 
shore, north of Sturgeon Bay, the smoke is so 
dense that vessels only avoid collisions by keep- 


ing their horns blowing incessantly. At Stevens 
Point and Colby, which appeared in imminent 
ey ed yesterday, the local showers to-day staid 
the flames. At one time this morning Colby was 
seriously threatened by a sea of flames on 
three sides, and the people were all ready to 
seek safety in flight when rain began to fall. The 
fires in the vicinity of Green Bay were very 
thick to-day, and the destruction of property 
about Little Suamico was severe. All the farm 
buildings belonging to J. Harth, A. Seelege, 8. 
Smith, J. Badore, and Frank Quida were burned, 
with large fields of grain. The people were 
thoroughly terrified and flocked into the village, 
hoping to get means to get away from the scene 
of danger, but found that even trains were tem- 
porarily cut off. One woman left her babe sleep- 
ing in the house while she went to a neighbor's. 
Attempting to return, she found the fire had cut 
off the road to her house and destroyed the 
building, burning the child to death. 

At Coleman, Abrams, and other points near 
Green Bay much property was destroyed. In 
some sections north of there many of the con- 
ditions that attended the dreadful fires that in 
1871 devastated that region were present, and a 
panic prevailed among the people. While the 
tires are still raging in all directions, the dangers 
and terrors seem in a great measure passed. 
This is largely due to the fact that the present 
fires have run into clearing, so that their force 
has been spent, 

A Wausau dispatch says: “The village of 
Masinee has been surrounded for several days by 
fire, and the people have been workingiday and 
night to protect their property. In the settle- 
ments a = Old Choppings it has been a 
desperate fight to preserve buildings. Miles of 
fence have been burned. In one settlement north 
of here, in the borders of Lincoln County, 19 
families were rendered homeless yesterday after- 
noon. The men were completely obscured by 
the dense smoke.” 

A dispatch from Milladore, a town of 1,000 in- 
to-night, 
says: “The fire is within five rods of the saw- 
mills and lumber piles here and is raging terri- 
bly, being fanned by a heavy wind. Every one 
is preparing to leave the town.” 


MARSHFIELD, Wis., Aug. 10.—Tho resi- 
dents of Spencer, in this State, are literally 
starving and are being fed by a relief corps from 
this city. Even here the drought is terrible. 
Fires have destroyed some of the manufacturing 
concerns and all mills and factories are closed 
and business is almost suspended. Fires in the 
woods are raging in all directions, and unless 
rain falls spon the worst is not yet. ¢

RUMORS OF A LEGAL 
TEST OVER THE WILL. 
ASSERTIONS THAT THE RELATIVES DO 
NOT LIKE THEIR PENSIONS—THE 
WILL ‘NOT OFFERED FOR PROBATE. 

Mr. Tilden’s will was not filed yesterday. 
The Trustees wanted to settle certain matters 
before taking this step, and they felt there was 
no need of haste in the matter.

Mr. Green, Mr. Bigelow, and Mr. Smith, the 
Executors and Trustees, met at Greystone on 
Monday evening to examine the will with great- 
er care than was possible at the time it was read, 
and to lay out a plan of action. One of the first 
things they did was to have the will put in a 
shape to be more easily handled than in the 
bulky manuscript which Mr. Tilden left.

It was a question with the Trustees whether Mr.

As he made Greystone his home 
for the greater part of the past six years 
they decided finally that his legal residence was 
in Westchester County. This practicaily settled 
that the will should be filed at White Plains. 
Other matters of detail were discussed, and 
some of them, as stated, were left open for the 
lawyer's advice. It could not be ascertained 
yesterday whether caution on the part of the 
Trustees lest some of the heirs might need to be 
persuaded against the folly of a contest had any- 
thing to do with retarding the offer of probate 
If that motive influenced them at.all it was the 
only ground for an intimation that a contest was 
among the possibilities. 

The Trustees met again yesterday, but a con- 
templated evening meeting was prevented by 
the iliness of Mr. Smith, who succumbed to the 
recent strain upon him. Everything seems to 
be practically clear sailing now, however, for Mr. 
Bigelow left Greystone early in the evening and 
said that within a day or two he expected to re- 
join his family in Massachusetts. He said that 
the will, when published in full, would place Mr. 
Tilden even more creditably before the public 
than had yesterday’s abstract. 


Hupson, N. Y., Aug. 10.—It is reported on 
what seems to be good authority that the will of 
the late Samuel J. Tilden will be contested by a 
ys ead Col. Samuel J. Tilden, Jr., a resident of 
Columbia County. A prominent Democrat has 
received this intelligence from a source which 
leaves him no doubt of the genuineness of 
the information. Col. Tilden is Collector 
of Internal Revenue, having been appointed 
by President Clevelandin the place of James 8. 
Smart, of Washington. He is interested in the 
manufacture of tinctures and extracts so long 
conducted by members of the Tilden family at 
New-Lebanon. Stockholders in the old Kinder- 
hook Bank are said to be very much grieved be- 
cause Mr. Tilden overlocked the claims of his 
nephew, whose paper, by the way, they are said 
to hold in considerable sums. 

The ground on which it is said Col, Tilden will 
base his suitis that his uncle has violated an 
old State law which requires a man to divide 
half his fortune with his relatives before indulg- 
ing in public bequests. A gentleman somewhat 
informed upon such technicalities said 
yesterday when the subject was called 
to his attention that he believed there 
was no doubt about the existence of such a law, 
for he believed it had been citedin the famous 
Fiske case, in which Cornell University was 
interested. To say that the New-Lebanon Til- 
dens are intensely disgusted at being placed 
upon their late uncle’s roll as pensioners when 
they ought, in their own estimation atleast, to 
have shared his fortune, does not begin to ex- 
press their feelings.

“EXCITED COUNCILMEN. 


THE ALLEGED DEFALCATION OF A CITY’S 


TREASURER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 10.—The city of 
Gloucester was ina high state of excitement 
to-night and its citizens turned out in 
force to attend the meeting of the 
Council to receivo the report of the 
Recorder, who had promised to produce the 
missing bond of Treasurer Greene, who died a 
few days ago, and who is said to be a de- 
faulter. There were nine Councilmen present, 


six of whom, including President Hawkins, were 
Democrats and three Republicans. The Mayor 
was also D wigs The President stated that 
the Recorder had privately informed him that 
he had been unable to. discover the whereabouts 
of the missing bond. A long pause followed the 
announcement, which was broken by the Mayor, 
who asked the privilege as executive officer 
of the municipality, to make a_ state- 
ment about the Cit Recorder. Mr. 
Guy, a Democrat, objected, and Mr. Carter, a 
Republican, thought the Mayor ought to be al- 
lowed the privilege. Mr. Thompson set- 
tled the question by taking the floor him- 
self and delivering a bitter and tiresome tirade 
against reporters and newspapers. ‘ It is mon- 
strous,” said he, to make such charges against 
a.dead man and such a man as Al- 
bert J. Greene, one of Gloucester’s most 
respected citizens. Mr. Barnard has not 
been able to find that Mr. Greene was a 
defaulter. The accounts of the Gloucester 
Treasurers have always been mixed up, 
yet no one ever accusedany one else 
of dishonesty. Mr. Greene’s property is 
free from mortgage andof sufficient value to pay 
the shortage.” Mr. Thompson then waxed 
wroth.. He called to account. the ‘ scribbler” 
who had insinuated that Gloucester was 
on the -eve of bankruptcy. “Who is 
this man,” he said, ‘‘ who makes such charges. 
He has been ilty of the heinous crime 
of voting against the candidate of his 
own party. I deprecate and deplore the 
monstrous offense of that man in making such 
villainous charges against such a magnificent 
city as Gloucester, a city with an assessed valu- 
ation of over $2,000,000 and a debt of only 
$66,000.” 

The Mayor again attempted to speak, but Mr. 
Thompson prevented his doing so by making a 
motion to atijourn. After an exciting discussion 
the meeting adjourned with the understand- 
ing that the Finance Committee meet to-morrow 
night and request all persons having bulls 
against the city or owing the city money to 
present a statement at once, so that an intelli- 
gible idea of the condition of the treasury can be 
obtained. 

After the adjournment the wildest confusion 
prevailed. The Mayor demanded the arrest of 
the Recorder, whom he designated as a 
“drunken bum.” He accused the ern in 
the Council of ‘“chicanery” in adjourning 
the meeting without tite mn anything, 
and said it was only done to obstruct justice and 
shield the Recorder. The President, who is a 
Democrat, agreed with the Mayor, and said 
that if the newspapers publishea accounts dis- 
graceful to the city it was the fault of the men 
who had so disgracefully acted in the miserable 
effort to shield a man who deserved to be arrested. 
The crowd poured over the railing and joined in 
the discussion, which was excitedly maintained 
to a late hour, the angry disputants nearly com- 
ing to blows. There will be another meeting 
next Tuesday night, at which the Mayor 
promises to take an active part.

erence to the $5 to Boston and return named. 
in the resolution adopted at the meeting 
at. Niagara Falls last week. Mr. Daniels is 
informed by Commissioner Blanchard that this 

uestion will be submitted to the Managers at 
the New-York meeting, with the hope that it 
may be amicably adjusted, and in order to pre- 
vent any further complication, therefore, hopes 
that none of the roads will permit any quota- 
tion of the rate under the authority of the reso- 
lution referred to. 

A $5 rate to Boston and return would no doubt 
lead to a general demoralization of Eastern pas- 
senger rates and might lace the associa- 
tion in an unpleasant predicament. Some of 
the roads would no doubt embrace the, 
concerts to stock the markets with enough 
of those cheap tickets to eupply all demands 
for several months, and while those tickets 
remain in the market regular rates could 
not well be maintain from Boston 
and other Eastern points to the West. So far 
as the regular Odd !"ellow business is concerned, 
the Grand Trunk is certain to secure it at 
the thirteen-dollar rate, having a binding 
contract with the Odd Fellows’ organization, 
and no rate the other organizations may 
make could deprive the Grand Trunk of that 
business. Consequently there could be no 
other object in making a fivedollar rate 
to Boston and _ return except to use 
that rate for the general public, thus 
enabling the roads to stock the market with 
cheap tickets and get even with the Grand 
Trunk for making a contract with the Odd 
Fellows’ organization. The opinion prevails 
that the action, at lagara Falls 
empowering association roads to make a five- 
doliar rate to Boston and return, was simply 
taken to scare the Grand Trunk and that it was 
never intended to be carried out.

AN AGED PATRIARCH KILLED BY A NOTED

The success 
of this movement depends largely on the extent 
that it is possible to realize on the assets, but 
the accomplishing of this result is further re- 
tarded by the fact that through the inaction of 
the Directors the bank has gone into the bands 
of a Receiver. Mr. J. F. Simmons, the Receiver, 
was called in during the meeting and expressed 
his readiness to co-operate as far as possible in 
a reorganization, if that was found to be for the 
benefit of the stockholders.

“How does this weather suit you for 

working a beat?” a policeman was asked last 
night.

You have got to walk up and down thestreet, no 
matter how hot it is, with your coat buttoned up 
to the neck, aud try to look cool when you feel 


as if you were 150° in the shade. The only thing 
is to hl the any side of the block. Really, 
the force ought to be supplied with sun umbrel- 
las. If itis hotat night a man can open his coat 
and sit down onee in a while to cool off. 
A hot night is mighty apt to make a 
fellow sleepy, and if he is not careful he 

be asleep before he knows it. You 
would not think it, but many a man goes to 
sleep standing up, and sometimes when it is rain- 
ing, too. [have often found myself leaning = 
against a doorway or a post and couldn’t tell 
how long I had been there. One time I remem- 
ber I was pattrolling Bay-street. It was a windy, 
rainy night, and about 10 o’clock the rain turned 
to sleet. I had been up at court two mornings 
in succession, and had been caught on fire detail 
one night the same week, so I was pretty well 
worn out, sleepy and tired. I was at West 
Broad when it struck 11, and I calculatea that I 
would meet my relief on the way back. When I 
woke up I was coming up Gas House hill. It 
was dark and I could not tell what time it was 
so Lhurried on, and at the tirst lamp I looked at 
my watch. It was 20 minutes after midnight.

presses. I had missed my relief, and I lost no 
time getting backup the street. I said that I 
had been after a man who was acting suspicious- 
ly, and did not let on that I had been asleep. 

“ The funniest experience I ever had, though, 
was last month. I came on one hot night at 12 
o'clock. The stars were out, but it. looked like 
rain off toward the southeast. At 2 o'clock [ 
met the Sergeant, who was on duty, and I passed 
on. There had not been a — of rain, but it 
was quiet and sultry. At 3 o’clock I woke up 
soaking wet. I was walking along the street, 
and for two minutes I could not think‘what was 
the matter. There was too much to have bee 
caused by perspiration, and I did ~" believe 
had been overin the river.

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INTERNATIONAL LACROSSE 


THE IRISH GENTLEMEN PLAY- 
ERS DEFEATED. 

GOOD TEAM PLAY ENABLES THE REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE UNITED 
STATES TO WIN A VICTORY. 

The first international lacrosse match ever 
Played here between representatives of this 
country and Ireland took place yesterday on 
the St. George Grounds, Staten Island. The 
grand stand was fairly well filled, but the 
attendance was not so large as at the To- 
ronto-New-York game on Monday. The fine 
attack field, which was represented by 
Noyes, of Harvard College; Wheeler and 2odin- 
son, of New-York; Flannery, of Brooklyn, aud 
Ritchie and Simson, of Boston, had most of the 
play to themselves. The defense feld, which 
consisted of Roberts and Crosbie, Brooklyn; 
Brown and Hodge, New-York; Davis, Cambridge, 
and Penniman, Baltimore, had. little work to do. 
in comparison with the visitors’ defense field. 
In Dill the Irish team have a very fine goal 
keeper, and it was mainly due to his exertions 
that more goals were not scored against it. Sin- 
clair, who cbtained the two goals scored by the 
visitors, is a remarkably quick player, and nearly 
all of them are very fast runners, -but the better 
team play of their opponents enabled the United 
States to win a decisive victory. 

An unfortunate occurrence delayed the game 
somewhat. Wheeler and Ritchie, two of the 


best players on the United States team ran for 
the ball at the same time. Their heads came _ to- 
gether with a resounding crack. Both were laid 
out for a time and the game was stopped. 
Ritchie afterward resumed play, but the doctor 
in attendance on Wheeler would not allew him 
to resume play. The individual play of Sinclair, 
Dill, and Montgomery for Ireland, was very 
good, and that of Flannery, Crosbie, Roberts, 
Ritchie, Robinson, Wheeler, Davis, and Brown 
for the United States was first rate. 

The ball was faced by Erastus Wiman. Wheeler 
got it for Ireland, but it was soon brought back 
into centre tield, when Flannery got it and had a 
shot at the Irish goal. The shot was neatl 
stopped by Dill. A good drop was made by Nel- 
son, but Crosbie caught the ball, and then the 
Irish goal was again assailed by both Wheeler 
and Ritchie. Then Davis, Roberts, and Ritchie 
had their shots at the goal, but the magnificent 
goal keeping of Dill saved it. A fine long throw 
up the field was well caught by Gibb. The 
eatch was roundly applauded from tke grand 
stand. As the ball came back, want of checking 
by Simson enabled Ross to pass it to Sinclair, 
who shot it through the posts by pretty play, 
seoring the first goal for Lreland. Time—13 
minutes. 

Flannery got the ball when it was faced and 
sent it down to the Irish goal. Successive shots 
were made by Ritchie, Roberts, Noyes, and 
Wheeler, the last named making three shots. At 
the third attempt he smote the ball a mighty 
smite. The sphere shot through like a flash of 
light and a goal was scored for the United States 
team in 12 minutes. 

The play in the third game was very even, the 
attack on both sides being on their meftle. It 
avas in this game that Wheeler and Ritchie col- 
lided. Wheeler retired from the game, and, hav- 
ing been given the choice, the Irishmen dropped 
aman. After 15 minutes’ rest play was resumed. 
It was all the defense field of the Irish team 
could do to prevent.a succession of shots. Sin- 
clair had a shot at the United States goal which 
was Well stopped by Crosbie. He got the ball, 
made a long shot up the field to Simson, who ran 
np to within 20 yards of the goal and dashed it 
through the posts, scoring a second goal for the 
Onited States in five minutes. 

The veterair Flannery did some fine work in 
the fourth game. Three or four times he dodged 
through the Irish ranks, then passed the ball to 
Roberts, who made two successive shots. Both 
were well stopped by Dill. Flannery then got 
the ball witha pas pee up, dodged a couple of 

‘Irishmen, and made the thir goal for the 
United States. The.game lasted 7 minutes. 

Robinson, Simson, Davis,*and Ritchie were 
conspicuous in the attack in the fifth game. 
Simson’s pass to Ritchie caused the Irish goal to 
fall for the fourth time, in exactly 4 minutes. 
Some of the Irish team pat to be fagged 
and the United States attack pressed them hard. 
Fiannery and Roberts had shots, but the fine 
goal defense of Dill prevented any score. Nel- 
son and Montgomery worked the ball up to the 
home goal, and then out of a scrimmage Sinclair 
got itand scored asecond goal for Ireland.

IT DOES NOT MEAN WAR. 

Statements were published yesterday that 
Amusual activity prevailed in the navy yard and 
jat army headquarters here, and thatit looked as 
if preparations were being made to send vessels 
‘and arms tothe Gulf.

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THE CITY ASSESSMENTS. 


PES 
A DENIAL THAT THEY HAVE BEEN 
MADE ON UNFAIR VALUATIONS. 
President Coleman. of the Commissioners 
of Taxes and Assessments, has sent the follow- 
ing letter to the State Board of Assessors, 
Messrs. Staley N. Wood, Jobn D, Ellis, and Jumes 
L. Williams, a letter which fully expiains itself: 


GENTLEMEN: At the mectings of the Tax Commis- 
sioners on July 14 and 15, at which you were pres- 
ent, you presented a list of purported sales, and said 
you had received information that our assessments 
were made on a basis of 40 and 50 percent. of market 
value. You declined to state any eanct source from 
which you obtained these purpor*sd sales and also 
declined at all to state who was yoar authority for 
saying our assessments were on such a basis. The 
matter was finally referred to President Coleman, 
and below please find his report: 

If our statements of the proportion of our assessed 
values to market values is to be set aside we have a 
right to know by whose judgment we are judged, 
and want to meet them openly. Whatever disposi- 
tion you may have to do things secretly let it be 
known; we have ae to hide, and court only a 
full, fair, and open investigation of our assessments; 
our books and records are all times open to you for 
that purpose, and you have abundant time for such 
examination = to your report to the Comumission- 
ers on Oct. 9 to confer with our deputies and satisfy 
yourselves as to the correctness of vur list and to be 
satisfied as to the errors existing in your own. 

The list of properties which you leit with us repre- 
senting that certain sales have been made has been 
duly considered. We note after a very careful ex- 
amination that fully 30 per cent. of the pieces cannot 
be located by the numbers given—either there are 
no such numbers or some other contingencies ex- 
ist that make itimpossible to locate them at all by 
our records or maps. 

We also note that such of the salesas we can lo- 
cate above Fortieth-strect are for new buildings 
which have been sold and in some cases a false con- 
sideration named in the transfer, builders and 
operators insisting on having such excessive valua- 
tions named in their transactions to enable them to 
effect better future sales. In other cases the build- 
ings are just completed and sold, and of course we 
have no assessment on themin provortion to their 
value, because they were only in progress last Jan- 
uary, at which time our assessinent was completed 
and it cannot now be amended under the statutes 
which govern our assessments until the deputies go 
in the field next September. 

Then, we notice on the list property which we 
know has not been sold for years, property belong- 
ing to people who rarely sell realty in this city, but 
are continually buying for investment. 

The object of this examination is to arrive at an 
equalization for 1886, and not for 1886, and sales 
should be selected where the properties have not 
been improved and sold since the assessment tor 
which you propose to equalize us, instead of proper- 
ties newly erected with all the modern improve- 
ments which our deputies found last year in course 
of erection, and which we had not the authority, nor 
is it the custom, to place full values upon, before the 
final completion, which in your list has been done 
since Jan. 1, and which we will fully assess on our 
levy tor the tax of 1887. 

There are also cases in ~yhich the consideration is 
in the shape of a mortgage or a trade or transferred 
in partition, or by change partly added to or taken 
from ors seeage Fahy ph aga and in other ways affect- 
ing the true value of the consideration named, there- 
wa changing the apparent proportion of assessed 
value. 

We have had a list prepared of bona fide transfers, 
which we inclose, that have occurred recently, near- 
ly all in 1885, in which the properties are all defi- 
nitely located and described, and which will as fairly 
represent our assessment as any list extending over 
a short period can so do. A particular boom or a sud- 
den depreciation in any locality will make the pro- 
portion of our assessment to real values sometimes 
sage out of proportion fora few months, and for 
this reason acorrect average mey ony be had by a 
comparison extending over a term of years. You 
will please observe that the list we furnish embraces 
over 800 pieces sold in every ward in the city, and 
scarcely a piece in the whole list but that we have 
assessed at from 70 to 90 per cent. 

The burdeus of the property holders in this city are 
very heavy, and we ask you to fairly equalize us 
with the balance of the State on this basis. You will 
see that this list of sales furnished you is sworn to 
as an honest abstract of our records, which are ex- 
tracts by our clerk from the legal record of trans- 
fers, and we present it with this force because we as 
a city have no one to represent us tn your honorable 
board, or in the list of State officials who have not so. 
far shown any disposition to secure to us that con 
sideration to which we are entitled; and, as we have 
submitted to this injustice for the past 20 years 
without redress, we desire to call public attention to 
the enormous percentage that has been placed on 
this city by your board. 

The uumerous acts of legislation that have been 
passed against the interests of our city have made 
the burden for our taxpayer too heavy to bear, and 
the injustice of your board adds still further to the 
burden. A change must come—let us have it now.

CLEARING THE SIDEWALKS.

EXPEDITIOUS WORK OF THE BUREAU 
OF INCUMBRANCES, 

The Bureau of Incumbrances opened yes- 
terday the third chapter of its persecution of 
Cowperthwait, the furniture dealer of Chatham- 
square. Superintendent McDermott did not 
show himself, but a man who gave his name as 
McGinniss, and said he was one of Mr. McDer- 
mott’s deputies, drove up in a wagon, with a 
number in blurred chalk marked on it, during 
the nooning of the employes, and proceeded to 
tumble into it a lot of chairs, a bureau, and 
a mattress. These were packed in burlaps, ready 
.to be sent to the homes of the people who had 
bought them. Two or three of the salesmen who 
were about the place went to the rescue of the 
goods, and succeeded in getting some of them 
into the store. 

They were preparing to thrash McGinniss and 
his two assistants when they were prevented by 
Mr. Watson, the firm’s superintendent. The rep- 
rentatives of the law succeeded in carrying away 
the bureau, which, wit) a mattress and several 
chairs, was in readiness to be taken to the boat 
for Northport, R. I. They also took several 
chairs which had been sold. Mr.McGinniss showed 
Mr. Watson a list of several blocks which, he said, 
he had been ordered to clear. Cowperthwait was 
next to the last on the list, and there was no evi- 
dence that any other dealer had been disturbed. 

Mr. Cowperthwait said yesterday that about 
two months ago, a short time before the persecu- 
tion began, a fellow came to him and insinuated 
that for a consideration he would not be molest- 
ed. Mr. Cowperthwait, however, refused to take 
the hint, and says that under no circumstances 
willhe pay a bribe. When McGinniss was en- 
gaged in appropriating Mr. Cowperthwait’s 
goods in the presence of a jeering crowd Mr. 
Watson called a policeman, who said that he 
would arrest the spoilers if Mr. Cowperthwait 
j,would make a complaint against them. Mr. 
‘Cowperthwait did not want to do that, but if the 
annoyance continues he says that he will apply 
for an injunction to prevent its recurrence. 





A BOTTLE FULL OF MONEY. 

Capt. Mangin, of the Yonkers police, was 
informed yesterday afternoon that some boys had 
found a bottle containing money. The matter was 
investigated by Patrolman Tice. He ascertained 
that William Sweeney, of Moquette-row; Martin 
Whalin, of Orchard-street; James Malloy, David 
Combs, and William. Hockter, all of Moquette- 
row; James  Corbliss, of Nepperham-ave- 
mue, and Henry Hart and Henry Earl, 


of Orchard-street, had, while playing among 
the rocks in a cut on Nepperham-avenue, 
found a_ bottie containing $235 in bills 
of the denominations of two, five, ten, 
and twenty. They seemed to consider the money 
their own property and it was divided up among 
them as follows: William Sweeney, $6; Martin 
Whalin, $64; James Malloy, $54; David Combs, 
$40; William Hockter, $4; James Corbliss, $60;

OANADA BUYS THE YOSEMITE. 

John Roach’s steam yacht Yosemite, 

“which was chartered by Washington E. Connor 
for the cruise of the American Yacht Club and 
a subsequent cruise in Eastern waters, arrived 
in this port yesterday morning and later in the 
day was formally transferred to the Canadian 
Government. The transfer, like the sale, was 

. effected through Field & Young, the British Con- 
sul-General at this port acting for the Canadian 
Government. Neither the Consul-General nor 

. Field & Young would give any particulars of the 
transfer, but it is reported that the price paid 
for the Yosemite Was $50,000. 

She was built by John Roach & Son, in 1880, for 
Jay Gould's former broker, William Belden, and 
the price that Mr. Belden was to pay was over 

-$100,000. Mr. Belden kept her for somethi 
more than a year without paying for her, an 
then returned her to John Roach. She was 
chartered during the latter part of 1883 and the 
whole of 1884 to Samuel J. Tilden, Capt. McIl- 
henny, who is to take the Yosemite to Canada, 
has been stopping at the Astor House for two 
days, and he has studiously avoided reporters. 
It has not been announced when the Yosemite 
will sail for Canadian waters.

FRIENDS OF BUTTER. 
THEY LAUD ITS CHARMS AND DENOUNCE 
OLEOMARGARINE, 

The Directors of the American Agricult- 
ural and Dairy Association held a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon at No. 169 Chambers-street to 
congratulate themselves upon the passage of the 
Oleomargarine bill by Congress and to map some 
future work. There were present J. H. Reall, 
James H. Seymour, F. B, Thurber, James Ander- 
son, Charles N. Chase, R. J. Dean, and William 
I. Young. They passed resolutions thank- 
ing Congressmen W. L. Scott, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and W..H. Hatch, of Missouri; 


Senator Warner Miller, Col. Littler, of 
Illinois, and Rodman M. Price, of New-Jersey. 
It was also decided to hold a national convention 
of those interested in agriculture and in sym- 
pathy with the objects of the association. The 
question of taking care of the friends of butter 
in Congress was also discussed and efforts will 
be made to secure their return. Congressman J. 
Floyd King was the only member from ‘Louisiana 
who had favored and voted for the bill. A num- 
ber of cottonseed oil men in the South denounced 
him for his course, and the Executive Committee 
of the association was ordered to prepare resolu- 
tions to be sent to Gen. King approving his 
action. 

In championing the bill the association had 
spent, Mr. Reall said, $7,090 32, of which $5,659 
had been collected from the trade in New-York. 

The association passed resolutions of regret on 
the death of Samuel J. Tilden, who had always 
manifested a deep interest in the work of the as- 
sociation.

DELEGATES TO CHICAGO.

FINANCIAL SUPPORT FOR UNION CIGAR- 
MAKERS—THE KNIGHTS LOSING. 
The leaders of the Home Club of District 
Assembly No. 49 picked out a number of the 
most muscular car drivers they could find yes- 
terday and put them on picket duty at the cigar 


factories in opposition to the union pickets. Six” 


strapping fellows were stutfoued around Jaco- 
by’s factory and two near Levy’s factory. They 
found the union pickets on the ground and 
amused themselves chasing the latter from one 
point to another. 

When the ear drivers founé the nuinber of 
striking cigarmakers constantly increasing, they 
applied to the police, and a number of officers 
helped them in driving away the union pickets. 
Laterin the day the Arbitration Committee of 


District Assembly No, 49 soeceses walking to- 
ward Jacoby’s factory, leading eight women 
whom they had picked up in Orchard-street. 
The committee brought four negroes and 
two Chinamen, and all these they took into 
the factory and placed them at work. 
The news was quickly communicated to all the 
Internationa] shops and by 4:30 o’clock over 
2,000 men and women assembled near the fac- 
tory. When they saw the new Knight operatives 
coming down the crowd opened a way to let 
them pass. There were 26 in all, and between 
each pair there marched an officer and a Knight. 
The crowd hailed them with loud cries of “Scabs ! 
Rats!” Last evening a relative of one of the 
new men told the cigarmakers that 10 of them 
would not return to work to-day. 

The manufacturers are daily becoming more 
disgusted with District Assembly No. 49. They 
are becoming convinced that the Knights cannot 
help them out. Mr. Oppenheim, of Levy Broth- 
ers, said that if the Knights did not fill their 
shop in three days the firm would have to take 
independent action. Mr. McCoy spoke to the 
same effect. 

The International Cigarmakers’ Union yester- 
day handed over to the Progressive strikers 
$15,000 to help them in their struggle. 

The National Convention of the Progressive 
Cigarmakers’ Union began its session yesterday 
at No. 220 Avenue A. The constitution was so 
amended as to require only a two-thirds instead 
ot four-fifths vote of the members to disband the 
union. Articles of consolidation with the Inter- 
nationals were drawn up, and to-day a commit- 
tee will confer with the Internationals to ascer- 
tain whether they will be acceptable. 

The exposure of the secret meeting of the 
manufacturers and the Knights, as reported 
yesterday in THE TIMES, was the theme of con- 
versation among all the cigarmakers yesterday. 
It strengthened the weak kneed and aroused 
them to fresh efforts to resist the attacks and 
offset the schemes of the home club, Eighty 
cigarmakers who had struck in the shop of 
Thomas Hall, because they had been ordered to 
join the Knights and leave their union, were 
yesterday asked to return to work as union men. 


FUNERAL BAKED MEATS. 

Yesterday was a great day for Chinamen. 
It was the day distinctly set apart from all other 
days on which they were to celebrate their an- 
nual “Sho Yee.” It is not definitely known 
what “Sho Yee” exactly means, but in “Sho 
Yeeing” the devout Chinaman is, according to a 
popular belief, sending provisions and various 
kinds of presents to his dead friends. Chinamen 
from all parts of the city got into American car- 
riages and drove out to Evergreens Cemetery. 
That part of the beautiful grounds in which dead 
Chinamen seek their last rest looked like an 
Oriental fair ground. Before each smal) mound 
were grouped small numbers of Celestials, with 
particolored bundles and packages piled up be- 
side them. Infront of each grave there rested 
on the ground a red wooden tray piled high with 
well roasted, perfumed meats. 

The ceremonies appropriate to the occasion 
were performed by the devotees in absolute 
silence, and reached a fitting end in a blaze of fire 
from hundreds of Chinese firecrackers and other 
Ociental fire designs. Justas the last expirin 
embers of the firecrackers were giving their fina 
flicker, an urnful of rice wine was poured upon 
them and blazed up beautifully. Angel messen- 
gers were expected to take the presents up to 
heaven, and the rice wine wasa farewell drink in 
which they indulged. All the roast meats and 
substantial edibles were tenderly carried back to 
the city, and live Chinamen did what they could 
to appreciate them. Mott-street and the inhabit- 
ants of multitudinous laundries were very happy 
last night. 








AN BPARLY MORNING CHOICE. 

The national statute prescribing the time 
tor the election of United States Senators, and

THE WALLINGFORD MYSTERY. 





FRUITLESS EFFORTS TO IDENTIFY THE 
BOX. 

NEw-HaveEn, Conn., Aug. 10,—The scene 
of the investigation of the Wallingford murder 
was changed to-day, and the town of Cheshire 
came in fora big share of the attention of the 
oflicers and the public generally. The swarap 
lot in which the shee box and its ghastly con- 
tents were discovered is close up to the line di- 
viding the two towns, and after the box had 
been examined by the Coroner Constable Austin 
made up his mind to give the storekeepers 
of Cheshire who deal in shoes as well as 
about everything else a chance to iden- 
tify the box if they could. Last night 
he paid them a visit with two boards from the 
shoe case in his wagon. There are four stores in 


Cheshire, and John L. Foote, proprietor of one of 
them, told Austin that a package addressed to 
him would bear an inscription much like the one 
which had been almost entirely erased from the 
box cover, as far as the length of each line was 
concerned. Besides, the second letter looked 
more like an L than any other letter, and L 
was his second initial. As a gene rule 
Mr. Foote keeps his old boxes in a storehouse, 
but there have been plenty of times when one of 
them could have been taken without detection. 
As far as he could remember nobody had got such 
a box from him lately and as the farmers often 
use the cases for chicken coops and other pur- 
poses ‘this particular box might have passed 
through dozens of hands after leaving his store. 
As theunder side of the lid was clean it was 
i vs that the box had not been used twice 

y dealers, If it was obtained from Foote it 

robably came originally from Butler & Tyler, 
obbers, of this city. But after all Cheshire mer- 
chants agree that a shoe box is as hard to trace 
as an old flour barrel. 

A daughter of Matthew Case, of Yalesville, a 
village north of Wallingford, to-day told Con- 
stable Austin that on July ‘31 a young man with 
blovd marks on his clothing asked her the way to 
apond. She directed him to astream near by, 
and when he reappeared he had changed his gar- 
ments. Two days later her brother found a 
bloody vest and a pair of trousers on the bank of 
the stream. Constable Anstin got alook at the 
clothing, but whether this will help matters is 
doubtful. 

There is another story afloat that a farmer 
named Chase, living near the swamp, heard the 
roll of wheels last Saturday night on the old 
road. Half an hour later he heard the wagon re- 
turn, and the fact that anybody was abroad in 
such a storm as was ragingf excited his surprise. 
A boy named Mashbinger, who lives in Yalesville, 
says that he came across the box while berrying 
early last week, and that he examined the out- 
side, but could not openit. After turning it on 
its side he left it under the bushes, intending to 
return with a hatchet and open it. However, he 
never went back, and nobody came across the 
body until Sunday. 

To-night a party of men who had been beating 
over the Parker farm district reached Walling- 
ford, and their investigations have only added 
more mystery to the time when the box was 

laced under the bushes. The Maschmeyer boy 
8 sure that a number of cedar limbs which h 
been thrown over it were dry when he first saw 
it 10 days ago. It generally takes four 
or five weeks to dry up cedar twigs, and 
the po to-day found evidence that the 
boughs had been cut while green, for the tree 
from which they were taken, was found and ali 
its limbs were green and healthy. Moreover, the 
place where each limb was cut was found. 
this would seem to show that the shoe box was 
hidden in the lot at least a week before Masch- 
meyer found it, and that the suspicious yeung 
man Miss Case saw had nothing to do with the 
murder—in short, to-day’s result have not tended 
to clear away the mystery. 

Coroner Mix will go to Cheshire to-morrow 
and devote himself to hunting up the history of 
the shoe box. Among the latest theories is one 
to the effect that the murder was the work of 
tramps.
